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Mayor Childs Delivers Address 

To 1929 Board of Aldermen 

Urges Covering of Brook at Boyd Park, Draining Cold Spring 
Swamp, Praises Newton’s Schools and Denounces 
Graft in Public Service 


Gcntleraeli of the Hoard of Aldermen: 

According to law we have assem- 
bled today to organize our city gov- 
ernment; and, according to long es- 
tablished custom it is my privilege 
to address you at this time. 

I speak to you not only as the chief 
executive of this city but also as a 
citizen proud of her progress and her 
. commanding position. 

As we take up our duties, let me 
wish for each one of you and for all 
i f our fellow citizens a very happy 
New Year. This I am aware is the 
old time honored conventional phrase 
used at this holiday season, and yet 
I do not use it conventionally. I shall 
do all in iny power to make the wish 
effective. 

As Horvauts of all the people and 
as their representatives, it will he our 
duty to conduct the business of the 
city, discharging all the duties per- 
taining to our several oflices faithful- 
ly and impartially as we have sworn 
to do. 

It is always a privilege to serve 
one’s fellows anytime and anywhere, 
but to have been selected by the 
people to conduct the government of 
their home city and ours is a dis- 
tinct honor. The only way to repay 
them and show our gratitude for the 
confidence reposed in us is by bring- 
ing to our tnsk the best of our abili- 
ties, by treating everyone decently 
and by being fair. The needs of the 
people must be met. To meet them 
is our duty and a big undertaking. 
'Plie health, the safety and the com- 
fort of our citizens is the great aim 
we have in view. 

In order to function money must 
be taken from them by taxation. One 
of the duties of citizenship is the duty 
to pay taxes willingly and intelli- 
gently, and by intelligently I mean 
that the good citizen will both know 
why he pays taxes and be critical 
enough to question the way public 
funds are used. 

Money thus taken should be wisely 
spent. We should be ready at all 
times to give an account of our ste- 
wardship. Waste, favoritism, extrava- 
gance or even cureless expenditure 
should bo avoided and money raised 
for special purposes should be actual- 
ly and honestly applied. 

The man who finds fault with his 
tax bill (and comparatively few in 
.Newton do after it has been explained 
to them) is usually he who considers 
himself to have been dealt with un- 
fairly either in t lie raising or the 
spending of public money. 

In these days when the cry of waste 
and dishonesty are heard till over the 
hind in connection with municipal 
government, when writers both here 
and abroad say that it is a failure 
in the United States, let us see to 
it that the good name always borne 
by our city, established through the 
years by the absolute integrity of a 
long lino of honorable public servants, 
is maintained. 

The unjust steward, bettor known 
as the grafter in politics is he who 
directly or indirectly profits person-

ally by bis actions us a public official. 
He is the man who gets elected to 
public office and then proceeds to 
cash in on ills job. Let us here In 
Newton so conduct ourselves as to 
avoid even the appearance of evil. 

If we do this, we shall earn the re- 
spect of those who have placed us 
where we are: wo shall be able to 
look one another squarely in the eye; 
we shall rest peacefully when alone 
with our consciences, and we shall 
be extremely happy in our work. 
That work is conducting the business 
of no mean city, a city in splendid 
condition from every point of view. 

Credit for that condition belongs 
to no one man or group of men. It 
must he shared by all who In season 
and out of season have contributed 
to her well being. To them I express 
my thunks. I desire to express my 
thanks also to the members of last 
year’s Hoard of Aldermen, the mem- 
bers of all city boards and commis- 
sions. to the City Solicitor whose ser- 
vices have been invaluable, the City 
Physician, City Messenger, Heads of 
Departments, the clerks In City Hall, 
to the teachers in our schools, to po- 
lice officers, firemen and to all who 
have worked for the city in any ca- 
pacity, for their loyalty and willing 
services well performed. 

We remember at this time with 
gratitude the work of our represen- 
tatives in the Geueral Court and also 
that of the business, military, philan- 
thropic, fraternal and religious organ- 
ization of our city which are con- 
tinually making their contributions 
to a finer civic life. 

We recall on this occasion the serv- 
ices to our city of Leonard Jackson 
and Henry Haily. One a young man 
of promise, killed suddenly at the 
post of duty, the other a courtly gen- 
tleman of tlie old school ripe and 
rich in experience who completed the 
work of an exceptionally trying and 
busy day. put everything in order, 
said • goodnight and went home, never 
to return. Both are missed and re- 
membered every day at City Hall. 

The city whose destiny we direct 
will be 300 years old a year hence. 
Newton was founded in 1630. Proper 
observance of he v tpicpntonurv thotild 
be made in co-operation with many 
neighboring municipalities whose be- 
ginnings were identical with ours. 

1030 will lit * an interesting year for 
Boston and vicinity. A Soldiers’ 
Memorial should lie ready in tills city 
by that time, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that it will be. 

Jackson’s History covers the story 
of our early period, and Smith’s con- 
tinues through the middle period. I 
believe that the history covering the 
period since Smith’s History closed 
should be written. The man to do it 
is available. 1 may recommend later 
an appropriation for the work. There 
is much of interest to record which 
ought to he preserved. 

Three hundred years is a long time. 
Those years have been years of steady 
growth and progress; the past ten 
years recording the gretitest growth 
of any decade. For the entire period, 
Newton has had good government. 
For that reason she is respected, es- 
pecially by the hankers. Her credit 
is good. Her bonds are considered 
one of tlie best investments. They 
are always in demand and hard to 
find. They sell readily and at tlie 
best prices, comparable with prices 
paid for those of the Commonwealth. 
Temporary loans bring handsome 
bids. All this because for 300 years 
her record lias been clean. 

From a financial standpoint our 
condition is both safe and sound. The 
tax rate is $27.60. In 191S it was 
$18.40. The average t ax rate for all 
the cities and towns of Massachusetts 
is $29.07. Few cities have a tax rate 
( as low or lower than ours. 

| During the past ten years, there 
lias been a great increase in tlie num- 
ber of those owning homes and prop- 
erties. In 1928 there were 74% more 
property owners than in 1918. 

Ill terms of value buildings show 
;m increase of 117%, determined 
largely by new buildings. Lunik un- 
like buildings, cannot show an in- 
crease in quantity but through re- 
valuation shows an increase of 60%

Dr. Tehyi llsieli (pronounced Ter- 
yee She-ar) a speaker of exceptional 
vigor and charm will lecture in the

Dr. Hsieh has been prominent in 
diplomatic work in Europe, the far 
Efist and in Australia.

He 
enjoys the distinction of being tlie 
first Chinese representative at the 
Willamstown Institute of Politics, and 
is tlie only Chinese member of the 
American Branch of the International 
Law Association. He is a Mason of 
high degree, tind is a member of the 
Boston Kiwanis Club, and as far as 
is known is the only Chinese Klwan- 
inn In the world. 

Those who have heard Dr. Hsieh 
tell us that In* is a delightfully human 
and entertaining speaker.

His subject at Auburndale 
next Tuesday night will be “Inside 
Light on Present-Day China.”

Tlie only matter of considerable im- 
port discussed at the fir t rrn ting of 
the 1929 Board of Aldermen held 
Tuesday afternoon following the deliv- 
ery of the inaugural address by Mayor 
Childs was that of building a drain 
ami sewer in part of the territory 
known as Cold Spring Swamp. This 
swampy land is located partly at the 
rear of Newton Cemetery in the dis 
trict lying bteween Homer street, 
f’- metery avenue. Chestnut street and 
Beacon street. South of Beacon the 
swampy territory covers several hun 
dred acres roughly bounded by Bea 
con street. Chestnut street and the 
Cochituate asqtieduct. Most of this 
land is so low and wet that it is use- 
less for building purposes. It lias been 
assessed for very little, much of it 
being valued according to assessments 
at 1-4 cent per square foot. For many 
years there have been occasional de- 
mands for the draining of this swampy 
area because of the contention that 
it breeds mosquitos but because of the 
cost involved this improvement was 
never accomplished. 

Within the past, few months the 
Public Works C’ommitee of the 1928 
Roard of Aldermen gave enough atten- 
tion to the drainage of the Cold Spring 
swamp area to have the Street Depart- 
ment advertise for bids on the building 
of a concrete conduit drain and a 15 
inch pipe sanitary sewer from the con- 
flux of Cold Spring brook with Ham- 
mond brook near the junction of Ho- 
mer and Walnut streets to a point 
where Cold Spring brook crosses 
Beethoven avenue, just south of Bea- 
con street. The length of this cement 
conduit 4 feet by 5 feet in dimensions 
would he 4652 feet and th>- length of 
the 15 inch sewer pipe line which 
would end at Beacon street would he 
1 472 feet. From the end of the 15 
inch pipe line another 1»» inch sewer 
would be built along Beacon street 
westerly to Upland road and a 30 
inch vitrified drain pipe would be laid 
from the cement conduit drain to Allen 
avenue. Bids for this work were 
iDened at the office of the Street t’oni- 
misaiouei on December $0. Ti<e bids 
received were as follows Derhrista- 
faro Brothers.

John McDonald Construction Co.. Bos- 
ton. $163,048: Anthony Rarufuldi.

Waltham, $213,778: M. J O’Hearn.

At a meeting of tin* Board of Alder- 
men oil December 17 one of the items 
on the docket was a motion to author- 
ize the issuance of bonds to tlie 
amount of $sl.O00 for work on the 
Cold Spring drain. Objections .'ere 
raised by Aldermen Heathcote and 
Powers, the former raising a charter 
objection which necessitated the call- 
ing of a special meeting the following 
Thursday. December 20 at which meet- 
ing the bond issue was authorized af- 
t r Alderman Collins of the Financt 


Committee had explained that the $*1. 
000 to be obtained by the bond issue 
would not necessarily be used on the 
Cold Spring Swamp project. 

At the meeting of the new 1929 
Board of Aldermen on Tuesday the 
members of the Board were asked by 
the Public Works Committee to con 
fer on the Cold Spring drain project as 
a committee of the whole. When the 
members re assembled in the alder 
manic chamber the Public Works Com 
mittee recommended that a public 
hearing be ordered for January 21st 
on the matter of building the pro- 
posed drain and sewer under the Gen- 
eral Law. Any public improvement 
constructed under the General Law is 
paid for by the city. Public improv*- 
ments made under the Betterment 
Law are paid for in whole or in pan 
by persons whose properties are bet 
tered by the improvements. 

When the question of ordering the 
hearing on the so called Cold Spring 
Swamp drain and sewer was about t«» 
be voted upon. Alderman Powers of 
Ward 1 spoke against the measure. 
He contended that the drain and sewer 
will cause appreciable and special bet 
terment to large areas of land which 
at present are of little or no value. 
This land after the drain and sewer 
have been built will at once become 
quite valuable for building purposes. 
The owners of it who will enjoy large 
Increments because of the improve- 
ments should pay part of the cost 
rather than have the cost saddled up- 
on all the tax payers of the city ^ 
Tli»- Ward i alderman called atten 
tion to the many petitions for sewers 
and drains in streets throughout th*- 
city which have not been granted the 
past few years because funds have not 
been available. He referred to Mayor 
Childs’ inaugural address delivered a 
couple of hours before in which the 
Mayor stated that from now on the 
city cannot borrow outside its debt 
limit for drain and sewer construction 
work. He stated that when the swam 
pv areas around Cold Spring brook 
will have been made available for 
building purposes by the construction 
of the proposed drain, many more 
new streets will be laid out and thus 
many more petitions for street sewers 
will be received. He argued that if 
the city builds the proposed drain and 
sewer under the General Law. thus as- 
suming all the cost of this work, most 
f the available money for drains and 
ewers will he used on this one big 
project. It will follow, therefore, 
that petitions for drains and sewers 
on existing streets will have to be de- 
nied. because of the diversion of the 
large amount of money to the Cold 
Spring Swamp project. He called at- 
uiition to the assertions which have 
1'*** n made that Newton has been 
growing <0 fast in recent years that 
the city has not been able to con- 
struct streets, drains and sewers pe- 
titioned for. He contended that the 
proposed drain and sewer form but 
the first half of such improvements 
which must be continued through the

Newton high opens the indoor track 
season tomorrow on the Newton high 
track opposing the strong Medford 
high aggregation. Newton has pros- 
pects of a good team this winter with 
a nucleus of Captain Diek Reynolds 
in the 600. Robert Ewing in the dash 
and 200, Arthur Chamberlain in the 
1000, Mike Fine in the broad jump, 
Carl Pescosolido in the dash and shot 
put; Nathan Pearson and the Bell 
brothers ns possible members of the 
relay team. There are numerous other 
athletes who give promise of holding 
their own with the runners and field 
men on opposing teams. 

A few weeks ago Conch Donald 
Enoch staged an informal meet be- 
tween two teams composed of mem- 
bgrs of the squad. As a result he has 
more or less of a line on his material. 

Medford high has some veteran ma- 
terial which gave the alumni a bat- 
tle in the annual meet on New Year’s 
Day. The alumni were the victors, 36 
to 32. The meet was not decided 
until the final event, the relay race, 
which the record breaking quartet of 
a few years ago won from the present 
relay team by a great finish on the 
part of Henry Hormel, schoolboy star 
now at New York University. 

Newton is considered the favorite. 
Largely because of the fact that they 
will be running on their own track. 
A comparison of the times made by 
the Newton runners and the dis- 
tances made by the field men with 
those made by the Medford athletes 
in the alumni meet also seem to give 
Newton the edge. 

The dash should be close with Rob- 
ert Ewing of Newton and Fred Bab- 
bitt of Medford the fastest men on 
each team. Carl Pescosolido of New- 
ton and Paul Shea of Medford will be 
fighting for a place in the finals with 
the other pair. 

Ewing. Pearson and the Bell broth- 
ers have done better than or close to 
36 seconds in the 300-yard run which 
was won by an alumni runner in the 
Medford meet the other day in that 
time. Robert Andrews, Medford’s 
best in this event, was but one-fifth 
of a second behind the winner. 

The 600-yard run should go to Cap- 
tain Dick Reynolds of Newton who 
ran a time trial a few days before 
Newton’s informal meet and is said 
to have broken the school record for 
the distance. In the meet he had no 
competition and was several seconds 
shy of the mark. James Bowdren of 
Medford, winner of the 600 for the 
school against the alumni, was clocked 
in 1 min. 25 4/5 seconds. It would 
seem that Bowdren was just about fast 
enough to push Reynolds along al- 
though not fast enough to be consid- 
ered too dangerous an opponent. 

Kenneth Cuneo of Medford and Ar- 
thur Chamberlain will renew their 
battles in the 1000 yard run. Cuneo 
has bested Chamberlain before and 
seems likely to accomplish t lie same 
feat tomorrow. In the outdoor state 
meet last fall Cuneo and the Newton 
runner staged a thrilling finish. It 
was a case of a good little man heat- 
ing a good bigger man. Newton has 
other distance runners who may turn 
in surprising performances. 

Little can be figured on the high 
jump as the Medford alumni jumpers 
swept the event. Newton has lost 
Edward Ebelhare who was good for 
around five feet ten inches and has 
little material of note this year. In 
the informal meet Ewing was the vic- 
tor with a leap of 5 ft. 6 in. which, 
if he competes in the event tomorrow, 
should place him well up. Fine is 
capable of doing the same height but 
was an inch behind Ewing iu the 
meet a few weeks ago. 

The standing broad jump should be 
close with Fine and Finn of Newton 
being about even with Clark of Med- 
ford. The winner’s distance in the 
event will be slightly over 9 ft. 6 
inches. 

Pescosolido should win the shot put 
for Newton with a heave of over 41 
feet. He has been doing this consist- 
ently in practice while Medford’s best 
is Gerald Griffin, captain of the 1928 
Medford football team who placed 
second in the alumni meet which was 
won at 41 ft. 3 in. 

The outcome of the meet may hinge 
entirely on the relay race if Medford 
can gather enough seconds and thirds 
to make up the lead the orange and 
black should get in first places. Last 
year it was the relay race which de- 
cided the meet by one point in New- 
ton’s favor when Captain Malcolm 
Reed and his teammates raced to an 
easy victory.

Then I would .shake hands and wish 
them luck. 

I wonder if the clamour against 
doughnut and hot dog stands on 
boulevards has anything behind It. 
On the face of things It appears 
merely as u protest of the esthetic. 
The eye Is offended by the presence 
of these unsightly places. But is 
there anything in the charge that the 
dyspeptic may have had a hand In the 
rumpus? If one is "off one’s feed," 
as the rustic but apt saying puts it, 
one can find fault with most anything. 
On the other hand if one is blessed 
with a perfectly working digestive 
system one is less critical of scenery 
or anything else. * 

Now I am probably all wet In even 
suggesting that it may he partly 
dyspeptic and partly esthetic. I am 
not srong for roadside eating places 
myself but as I do not represent the 
great eating public I cannot offer an 
expert opinion. It has to he a long, 
long automobile ride to get me Into 
that state where I can stand up and 
grab a hot dog, garnished with must- 
ard or piccalilli, from a stranger with- 
out wondering about the intimate de- 
tails of his kitchen. That probably 
shows I have an unclean mind, other- 
wise 1 would not be suspicious of 
dirt. 

But the fact that other people — 
many of them in fact — rush up to the 
counter and seize the food offered 
thereon, pay for it and eat it as though 
they were never to get another bite — 
that condition I recognize. Therefore, 
I should not expect these people to 
stop eating because I did not join 
them or failed to share their yearning. 
Too many people have an idea that 
because they don’t like something the 
rest of the world should show the 
same distaste. They don’t eat dough- 
nuts fried by the side of the road and 
therefore decree that all other mortals 
should he deprived of such opportun- 
ity. 

I know of a neighborhood where a 
man opened a small store. One fam- 
ily in a house opposite almost under- 
took to tell the man what he should 
sell and to whom he should sell it so 
offended were they by the presence 
of the establishment. That is prob- 
ably the motive that impels some of 
these who want to banish doughnuts 
and hot dogs from the landscape. If 
it is. then I am lined up with the 
roadside stand as a champion, if not 
a patron. 


Not long ago I undertook an investi- 
gation. It was not conducted so 
much as a matter of great public con- 
cern and benefit as it was to satisfy 
my curiosity. After observing for a 
number of years tlie Newton-Brighton- 
Watertown trolleys bunched together 
instead of running at regular intervals 
I sought to learn the cause. 1 wanted 
to know why a resident of the lower 
end of Tremont street, Newton, 
should find himself obliged to wait 
anywhere from 10 to 20 minutes for 
u car to take him to Nonantum square. 
And I wondered why, when finally u 
car appeared, it was followed by sev- 
eral others. I had heard the joke 
about tlie “banana line — the cars go 
in bunches” but I never had under- 
stood clearly the reason. 

One day I put it up to a motorman 
with whom I have a bowing acquaint- 
ance and have had for a decade or 
more. "It’s this way," said he. "The 
car ahead of me will leave Watertown 
barn on time. At Nonantum square 
it will pick up only a few passengers 
and then leave there on time. Sup- 
pose I follow him. That means 1 get 
to Nonantum square three minutes 
later. There is a big ‘freight’ wait- 
ing for me and in loading tlie car 
with passengers I lose two minutes. 
The car ahead Is then five minutes in 
advance. He gets to Oak square oil 
time, I lose a minute there and then 
he is six minutes ahead of me. 
keep picking up passengers, losing u 
minute here and there and he goes 
right along on time. By the time lie 
gets to Park street subway he is 10 
to 15 minutes ahead of me. There is 
no one to blame. My car has simply 
picked up the passengers while t Ho 
one ahead of me is only lightly 
filled. Then the fact that I am late 
delays tlie cars that follow me and so 
when we make the loop at Park 
street subway and turn around to 
come hack we are way behind the car 
ahead and are all bunched.” 

I asked if that were the only cause 
and lie replied, "Well, it may he that 
the passengers are slow In getting on 
and off. If they are young and lively 
they hop, but if they are old and stiff 
they crawl. Nobody is really to blame. 
It's just the way those things work."

I should like to write a set of 
verses dedicated to a class of people 
who annoy me very much. If 1 did 1 
should make the title, "Save a Seat 
for Me." It would not he a compli- 
mentary effusion but something far 
different and would tell in rhyme what 
goes on before our eyes and bids fair 
to continue as long as the well known 
human race is constituted as it is.

in t.he ten year period. Thin increase 
in land values Is on a reduced area 
of taxable land duo to new exemp- 
tions and city takings. 

In the Important mnttor of revalua- 
tions the assessors have carefully 
studied the properties In question, and 
their values are most conservative. 
Property In Newton is not over as- 
sessed. With very few exceptions It 
sells far above the assessed value. 
This probably accounts for the fact 
that with approximately 18,000 par- 
cels or lots of real estate in the city 
the number of complnlnts In regard 
to assessments Is almost negligible. 
This would seem to Indicate a general 
acceptance of the work of the Board 
of Assessors. 

In 1018 the valuation of taxable 
real estate and personal property was 
$75,071,840.00. In 1028 it was $1-49,- 
117.500.00, an increase of practically 
100%. 

The valuation of exempted property 
in 1018 was $9.53f.7G6.08. In 1928 it 
was $25,252,283.00. 

In 1018 there were 3074 motor ve- 
hicles with a valuation of $2,174,- 
750.00: in 1928 there were 11,611 with 
a valuation of $7,297,500.00. These 
will no longer be assessable as per- 
sonal property as the new law sub- 
jects the owner of any car regis- 
tered after .Tnnuary 1, 1920 to an ex- 
cise tax on it based on a valuation 
fixed by the Tax Commissioner of the 
Commonwealth.

After all. your Honorable Board is 
the appropriating body and only so 
much can be spent as you authorize. 
To cut the budget simply for appear- 
ances and then put it all hack again 
and more too registers no net gain.

The health of our people has been 
most satisfactory. We have had no 
serious outbreak of disease. During 
the autumn there were 20 cases of 
infantile paralysis hut nothing to 
cause alarm. In the same period 
there were 10 cases of scarlet fever 
due to an unrecognized outbreak in a 
hoys’ camp in the western part of 
the State. 

The number of deaths in the city 
wil exceed 600, the largest number 
since 1918. No adequate cause for 
this Increase can be assigned at the 
present time. Tho death rate will 
ho over ten per 1000, which is prac- 
tically the average for the past ten 
years. 

The Health Department has suf- 
fered loss, not only In the death of 
Leonard Jackson hut in tho enforcod 
retirement on account of illness of 
Alfred M. Russell who for 34 years 
has been a faithful employee of the 
Board of Health. 

Life and property have been well 
protected, hut the rapid growth of 
the city makes necessary additional 
men both in the Police and Fire De- 
partments. The Police Department 
has lost through retirement on pen- 
sion the services of Mrs. Ella E. Ma- 
son who was Newton’s finest police 
matron and who has served the city 
faithfully * for many years. She has 
been a real help and an Inspiring 
friend to those in trouble, especially 
to the younger folks entrusted to her 
care. She leaves the service with 
everyone with whom she has come in 
contact her friend. 

The poor we have always with us, 
and their wants have been supplied. 
Unemployment has multiplied thry 
calls for assistance. Were it not for 
the nature of the eases cared for at 
the City Home, I should recommend 
abolishing it altogether and adopting 
the plan introduced in many places 
of boarding the unfortunate in private 
families which works out satisfac- 
torily and with saving to the muni- 
cipality. 

Many of the cases, however, at the 
Homo in recent years have really been 
hospital cases hut of such a nature 
that no hospital cares to accept them. 
Special care is needed, and this has 
been provided at the Home. It would 
he next to impossible to place such 
cases in private families. There is 
neither desire to waste money nor 
would we wish t<> cause hardship. 
All that ought to be done Is being 
done and should continue to ho done. 

As time goes on, it may he pos- 
sible and a step In the right direc- 
tion to close the Home hut probably 
not just now. 

Our public buildings are in good 
condition, much work having been 
done upon them during the year just 
closed. The John Ward School and 
the new school at Lower Falls have 
been completed and occupied and the 
new school in the Clufiin district is 
under way. 

The now Fire Alarm Headquarters 
Building and the Fire Station at New- 
ton will be completed in June. When 
the Headquarters building is prop- 
erly equipped, our fire alarm system 
will he up to date and absolutely safe. 

Much needed alterations at the 
main library building are being made 
which will give more office space, 
working facilities for the library 
trustees and additional hook racks 
providing tor approximately 29,900 
hooks. The stack room can then 
house 94,000 books. 

The policy adopted of keeping up 
public buildings, making them more 
presentable and making living condi- 
tions in them what they should he 
will he continued. 

At the Frank A. Day Junior High 
School, changes giving more room iu 
the cafeteria and better locker facili- 
ties should be made this year. The 
cost of these changes will not be 
great, hut the results most beneficial. 
Provision should also be made for a 
new entrance at the south side of the 
Technical High School building. 

Private building 1ms shown a steady 
Increase over 1927 end Newton stands 
second among her sister cities in this 
line, Boston being first. Tho same 
growth may he anticipated for 1929. 
It is encouraging to see the fine type 
of building, especially dwellings 
which for the most part are being 
erected in this city. 

The changes in the Building Code 
and zoning law have met with public 
approval. 

I recommend a study of the Plumb- 
ing Code with a view to modification 
that there may he a saving in costs 
to our citizens, without injury to the 
city.

Much public work lins been accom- 

plished, and needed improvements 
imve been made during tho year. The 
Annawan road, Manhattan rond, Blake 
street, Noble street and Arden road 
districts have been sewered. 

Drainage work lias been prosecuted 
Vigorously on Laundry Brook, Ed- 
munds Brook, Rune Drain, South 
Meadow Brook, Paul Brook, Dicker- 
man Brook, Nowtouvillo avenue and 
Gould drains and the Nehoideu road 
district lias received needed atten- 
tion. 

Work on the High School Athletic 
Field lias been continued uml tiie 
grounds of tiie Williams uml Levi 
Warren schools huvo boon graded. 

Many streets have been accepted, 


and Important widening* have been 
made in Washington and Elm streets. 

During the present year, tiie remain- 
ing portion of tiie High School field 
should he graded and a retaining wall 
at Hull street built. This would serve 
as part of a future Stadium, and if 
Intilt at tiie time of grading would 
doubtless save expense. 

Sewer work must he done as neces- 
sity requires especially in tiie Oak 
Hill district. Laundry P.rook at Boyd 
Park should he covered and the drain 
off Berkeley street improved. 

Many streets are ready for accep- 
tance under t ho Betterment Act, and 
as fast as possible they should he 
built, and accepted. Construction 
work in several important thorough- 
fares must he undertaken, and Clark 
street should have a sidewalk. 

The drainage of Cold Spring 
Swamp, so-called, was talked of in 
1880 and again in 1902-3, but it is a 
big project and was postponed to a 
more convenient season. No argu- 
ment is necessary to present the im- 
portance or (lie work. Acres of 
swamp land in the middle of the Gar- 
den City creates a condition which 
ought not to exist. It is a danger to 
public health, and when danger 
threatens in this direction we have 
no right to falter or procrastinate. 

Because we have had a measure of 
immunity from its worst consequences 
hitherto is no valid reason for tempt- 
ing Providence further. The drain- 
age of this swamp will not only abate 
a public nuisance but will provide 
acres of now building land from which 
the city will derive substantial taxes. 

The proposed work on Cold Spring 
Brook north of Beacon street should 
be commenced this year if satisfac- 
tory agreements can lie reached. 
This will not drain Cold Spring 
Swamp hut will provide a permanent 
outlet so that further work can be 
done another or other years which 
will eliminate the swamp entirely. 

One of the newest and finest de- 
velopments in the city is at Oak Hill. 
This section has rare possibilities. 
Proper school accommodations should 
he provided as time goes on. A place 
without children is a lonesome one, 
and people with children want a de- 
cent schoolliouse in their vicinity. I 
believe that tiie city should co-oper- 
ate in every legitimate way with those 
who are trying to develop this larg- 
est and most beautiful undeveloped 
area in our city. 

In my judgment the time has ar- 
rived when the State should he urged 
to improve the Charles River, that 
beautiful stream which surrounds our 
city on three sides, and to gradually 
continue the boulevard along its 
banks mow ending at. Watertown) 
through Newton to Waltham. 

A sanitary station at Xonantum 
Square is greatly needed in the in- 
terests of health and comfort. 

I recommend for your serious con- 
sideration t lie connecting of tiie two 
sections of Adams street so that there 
may lie one continuous street from 
Washington to California streets. 

Tin* Planning Board acting as a 
Board of Survey lias held 15 meetings 
and acted upon 32 petitions. This 
Board and the new Pension Board re- 
cently organized are functioning most 
satisfactorily. 

Proposed zoning changes will de- 
mand your study and careful consid- 
eration. and I have no doubt but that 
you will arrive at the proper solution 
of a difficult problem. 

The water mains cleaning program 
has been continued on smaller mains 
in different sections of tiie city with 
satisfactory results. The stripping 
in tin* two valleys of tiie water lands 
iu Needham has been completed. 
Pump and motor have been installed, 
pipe laid to the river and a wood 
stave discharge line from the pump 
to tiie two natural bowls will enable 
us to obtain a large volume of soft 
water to augment the well supply. 

In the original schedule of water 
rates adopted by Newton, the charge 
per hundred cubic feet was $0.26, 
with a minimum of $10.00 per annum, 
plus a meter rental of $2.90. Later 
two reductions were made. It has 
seemed wise in order to produce 
needed revenue to raise the rates to 
substantially the original figure. The 
new rates go Into effect today. 

The heavy building construction 
taking place in the city is reflected 
in the extension of mnin pipe lines 
and the number of house connections. 
There is today practically no leakage 
in our water mains. 

It Is planned to connect numerous 
dead ends and to install a large num- 
ber of additional hydrants on exist- 
ing mains during the coming season. 

Late in the Fall a substance not 
dangerous to public health hut most 
I undesirable appeared In Newton 
water — something unnoticed before in 
all the years— and since early in No- 
vember. the entire supply of the city 
has been taken from the Metropolitan 
system, thereby giving opportunity for 
a thorough examination under the su- 
pervision of the State Department of 
Public Health in order to remedy tho 
present and forestall future troubles 
in the local source of supply. 

I recommend for your serious con- 
sideration the acceptance of the water 
hill law. Power derived therefrom, 
coupled with that to shut off water, 
will tend to make water collections 
prompt and complete. 

So far as parks and playgrounds 
are concerned, Newton is fortunate. 
She stands among the leading cities 
in tho matter of recreational facilities 
Recreation, not only for children, hut 
also for youth and ndults Is no longer 
a fad. 

Thinking people realize that money 
thus expended is one of tho best in- 
vestments which a city can make. 
Not only do parks and playgrounds 
further public health and happiness. 
They also keep a city fit to live in 
and are among the greatest real es- 
tate assets which a city can have, 
provided they are properly situated, 
supervised and maintained. 

t'humhers of commerce tho country 
over are recognizing them as an im- 
portant phase in big business. Wlmt 
is true in private business is also true 
iu city business. Park and play- 
grounds attract right-minded tax- 
payers who are willing to pay for 
sunlight, beauty, the opportunity to 
enjoy exorcise, a senso of space and 
contact with nature and God’s great 
out-of-doors. 

Much has been done in this city; 
much remains to be done if tiie New- 
ton of the future is to he whut she 
ought to he. The ucqulsitlou of land 
for parks and playgrounds is becom- 


ing morn difficult every year. What 
Newton will need in the future should 
he considered here and now before it 
Is too late. 

Each year that tiie acquisition of 
sufficient land for parks, playgrounds 
or other municipal purposes Is post- 
poned, we add at least from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars per year to 
the cost of what must ultimately be 
acquired. A casual study of tiie rises 
in land values will convince one that 
tiie value of land in somn sections of 
our city quadruples in a very few 
years. 

The fact that wo had difficulty In 
procuring a suitable site for the new 
school at Newtonville convinces us 
on sober thought that foresight is im- 
perative. 

In 1921 the Planning Bonrd niado 
some splendid suggestions as to 
where playgrounds and parks should 
he placed. It is most interesting to 
figure out the difference in cost to 
the city if tiie land where they sug- 
gested playgrounds had been pur- 
chased at that time and the cost of 
the same land if purchased today. 

Some of you may still remember 
when it seemed unwise to the Board 
of Aldermen to adopt my recommen- 
dation for the purchase of the tri- 
angle at Homer, Walnut streets and 
Commonwealth avenue for $90,000.00. 

As a practical matter, it is almost 
impossible to pay for parks and play- 
grounds “as you go” and whenever 
such matters have been put upon the 
ballot, bond issues have been voted 
by the people throughout the country 
by large majorities. 

I believe that it would be well for 
a special committee from this Board, 
from the Playground Commission, the 
School Department and Street Com- 
missioner to make a special study of 
lands which may be needed for public 
purposes us our city continues to 
grow. Everything cannot he done all 
at once, but a well thought out plan 
carried out over a series of years 
would doubtless make provisions for 
future needs. 

Let me mention some of tiie things 
which ought to be done. Maybe some 
of these can be done in tiie near fu- 
ture. 

“Flowed Meadows” off Pine street 
should lie acquired with .some addi- 
tional land. By filling in this waste 
land, a fine recreation park and play- 
ground could he made, and the worst 
public nuisance in the city abated, all 
at small cost. 

Auhurndale Playground offers all 
the year round recreational activities, 
summer play and winter sports. By 
working in conjunction with the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission which 
has control of all land along the river, 
improvements could be made at this 
playground which would make It 
ideal. 

The approach to this playground is 
through West Pine street. We have, 
therefore, one of our most important 
and popular public grounds reached 
by a private way. There should he a 
fair roadway and sidewalks there in 
t lie interests of the safety of the peo- 
ple, especially children. There are 
only four residences on this street. 
Improvements needed there are more 
in the interests of the whole city than 
that of the abutters and should he 
made, if possible, relieving the abut- 
ters of part, at least, of the better- 
ment expense. 

The land known as Stone Quarry 
off Lowell avenue and west of Bige- 
low road should be turned over to the 
Playground Commission giving the 
upper area for a playground for West 
Newton hill and the lower area for 
children in the Lowell avenue section. 
This tract of land developed properly 
would give the city a playground un- 
surpassed in the United States. Go 
and see it for yourselves. 

A playground will he needed some- 
time in the vicinity of the Albemarle 
Golf links near Crafts and North 
streets. The Hawthorn playground is 
situated in one of the most densely 
populated areas in Newton. If some 
additional land is acquired there, the 
needs of that district will be effective- 
ly met. 

Stearns School playground needs 
regrading. Built originally for a skat- 
ing place for little folks in winter, it 
is simply a basin, always wet after a 
rain. Regrading would enlarge its 
usefulness 50 r ; . A recreational build- 
ing is needed there and on several 
other playgrounds of the city. 

If the right to control Silver Lake 
j off Watertown street could he ac- 
quired, skating facilities for that dis- 
trict could be maintained at very lit- 
tle expense, and dangers not lurking 
there could be avoided. 

A plan by a Forestry expert for the 
development of Edmunds Park should 
he immediately made. That beauty 
spot can there be gradually and sat- 
isfactorily improved. 

Relocation of the children's play- 
ground at Newton Highlands is nec- 
essary and if made will bring the lay- 
out of that playground to a logical 
conclusion. The playground at Up- 
per Falls should he fenced and some 
improvements made there. 

It now looks as though a play- 
ground at Thompson ville might be a 
reality, and, as Oak Ilill develops, a 
playground for that district should be 
reserved. 

It is almost too late to think of a 
playground at Chestnut Hill, hut it 
would he well to authorize the Play- 
ground Commission to consult with 
the authorities controlling Hammond 
Pond reservation for the purpose of 
studying possibilities of a playground 
there. 

The matter of a shelter building at 
Bullough’s Pond and proper sanitary 
facilities at Crystal Lake should not 
be overlooked the latter is most im- 
perative. 

Municipal golf links are being es- 
tablished throughout the country. 
They not only minister i" the needs 

of many citizens, hut they are also 
money makers. If the citizens of 
Newton desire a public golf course, 
opportunities for tiie same exist at 
Oak Hill. Several tracts in that 
vicinity could he taken with a mini- 
mum cost of construction. One or 
two of these tracts are not very well 
adapted for development into house 
lots hut could be admirably adapted 
for a golf course. 

It has been suggested that the West 
Newton playground he named the 
John W. Weeks playground. Mr. 
Weeks was the first contributor to 
and an eutlmsiastic worker for tiie 
pluu whereby tin* “old common" be- 
came a city pluyground. 1 am sure 
thut many of the coutributors to- 


wards its purchase would favor this 
suggestion. I submit it, therefore, 
most gladly for your consideration. 

Schools in this city are not only 
training a selected group for higher 
education hut are preparing the whole 
student body for American conditions 
of life. The public schools of thlH 
country are rendering youth a real 
service and assuring us of a finer citi- 
zenship for the future. Graduates 
from Newton schools stand well not 
only in college but in business, com- 
mercial and industrial life. 

There has been so much criticism 
in different quarters all over the land 
that it is encouraging to know that 
our public schools stand up well in 
competition with private schools as 
college records show’. 

Tiie greatest asset of any city is 
her youth. Agencies which develop 
young people mentally, physically and 
spiritually are our most important in- 
stitutions. Our public schools are 
matters of such vital public concern 
and so intimately connected with 
good citizenship that I recommend 
that all necessary measures be taken 
to promote their usefulness and effi- 
ciency. 

"School spirit” is fine and high in 
Newton. That means a great deal, 
for “school spirit” is that spirit which 
one lias when he knows that his 
school is good. Our schools are good. 
They always have been. Ask any 
graduate or undergraduate. They 
know. 

We hear criticisms that public 
schools are weighed down with “fads 
and frills," sessions are too short, va- 
cations too long, studies are made 
too easy, there is little or no discip- 
line, young people are “going to the 
dogs” four abreast through "too many 
parties and too many thrills.” 

Some taxpayers and even city 
councils believe that school depart- 
ments have an appetite for money 
that no budget can satisfy, and so it 
goes. Here in Newton our school au- 
thorities have done faithful, construc- 
tive work. The people are satisfied. 
Many families come here each year 
to make their home that their chil- 
dren may be educated in our schools. 

Tiie next real need in our city as a 
school building project, if the present 
system is to continue, is a south side 
junior high school. Such a school 
would serve Newton Centre, Newton 
Highlands, Newton Upper Falls and 
Chestnut Hill and would enroll more 
pupils than we now have in the Levi 
Warren Junior High School. Such 
a school will also relieve future con- 
gestion at Upper Falls, Newton Hisrh- 
; lands and Newton Centre. 

If funds are not available, it might 
he well to halt all other school 


projects until sufficient funds are 
available for this larger building. It 
may be necessary, as time goes on, 
to ask the Legislature for permission 
to build school houses outside the 
debt limit as most cities and towns 
do. 

The new law which puts sewers In- 
side the debt limit may as a prac- 
tical matter put schools outside. 
Heretofore we have been borrowing 
for sewers outside the debt limit un- 1 
der a special statute recently re- 
pealed. With the change the city will 
not be able to do in the matter of J 
sewer construction what has been 
done since 1892. 

This may necessitate modification 
of the plan by which w** have been I 
putting $200,000.00 on the tax levy I 
for schools each year. 

The new law In regard to sewer 
borrowing brings us face to face with 
a hardship to which we will have to 
get adjusted. Schools and streets 
“outside" and sewers “inside" the debt 
limit be the necessary program. 

The past year has been a busy one 
at the Newton Library. Two new 
branches and the removal of the 
branch at Waban to the Angler 
School have added greatly to its facil- 
ities. Book distribution, both at Au- 
burndale and Newton Centre, has had 
most interesting growth. The circu- 
lation of Auhurndale has doubled 
over 1927 and at Newton Centre it 
has shown a 25% increase. 

Considerable growth has been man- 
ifested all over the city, at the main 
library and at the branches. This has 
been especially true in regard to chil- 
dren’s books. These have been dis- 
tributed directly from the library and 
through the schools. It is safe to 
predict that the total increase in book 
distribution over 1927 will be over 
S0.000, which is an increase of 15%. 
This is equivalent to the growth in 
1925-26-27 taken together. It is grati- 
fying to realize that this institution 
is appreciated by our people and that 
Newton residents read. In 1925 the 
per capita circulation was over 9. 
The past year it was 11. This is 
without doubt larger than that of any 
city in this country with a popula- 
tion over 50,000. 

Plans are now being made for a 
new branch building at Waban. and 
if carried through to completion there 
will be a most useful and attractive 
building there which the city will be 
proud to accept. 

Residents of Newtonville and of 
Nonantum are beginning to talk of 
new buildings for their districts. This 
is most encouraging. 

I have tried, gentlemen, to outline 
| to you some of the needs of the city 
1 as I see them, some of the things 


which are desirable and which may 
reasonably be expected to he done if 
not this year surely In the near fu- 
ture. 

In conducting the business of gov- 
ernment, we must look through the 
telescope as well as the microscope, 
planning wisely for the future as well 
as taking care of immediate needs. 

Many difficult problems face us 
which must be solved, If not by us 
certainly by those who come after 
us. Let us do our shar*» of the work. 
The big problem, of course. Is how to 
keep pace with such a rapidly grow- 
ing city, unique in Its geographical 
make-up as it is, and still escape ex- 
cessive taxation. 

One who pays his full share of 
taxes, who has great civic pride and 
who is no spendthrift, remarked the 
other day that Newton’s debt was only 
five million. “Ft ought,” he said, “to 
be ten million and have some of the 
improvements that are needed right 
now." 

He may or may not have been right. 
That, however, was his conclusion as 
a tax payer Possibly some figure 
in betw’een the two extremes would 
be more appropriate. 

Problems there are. and yet we 
shall get the right answer to all of 
th^m if right and equity and justice 
nicely blended with common sense are 
our actuating motives. 

Most notable advances and most 
enduring achievement In public serv- 
ice come through a well ordered co- 
operation of heart and head. To- 
gether let us solve our problems. 

To this end I shall be glad to co- 
operate with you in carrying out such 
of my recommendations as may meet 
with your approval. I shall be equal- 
ly glad to aid you in the adoption and 
enforcement of any and all measures 
which you may inaugurate which look 
to the advancement of the Interests 
of the city and the welfare of her 
citizens.

NO LET UP IN BUILDING BOOM 

The report of the Public Buildings 
Department for the month of Decem- 
ber shows that the building boom in 
Newton continues. During the month 
1 IS building permits were issued. Of 
these 57 were for single dwellings, 12 
for two-family dwellings. 26 for 
garages. 1 for a factory building and 
22 for alterations on buildings. The 
estimated value of the single dwell- 
ings is $760,000; double dwellings 
$118,000; garages $16,975; factory 
$18,000; alterations $101,610; a total 
of $1,014,585. During the past year 
16S6 building permits were issued in 
Newton with an estimated value of 
$10,807,643. In 1927 the permits 
numbered 1634 with a value of $10,- 
140,456; in 1926 the number was 1539 
and the value $8,393,954. The permits 
by Wards were distributed as follows

Representative Clarence S. Luit- 
wieler is made chairman of the Com- 
mittee on State Administration and a 
member of the Committee on Labor 
and Industries. 

Representative Rupert C. Thompson 
is made a member of the •Committee 
on Cities and the Committee on Mer- 
cantile Affairs. 

Senator Arthur W. Hollis of New- 
ton, whose service as a member of 
tlu* lower branch is apparently recog- 
nized by tlu* presiding officer of the 
Senate, has been appointed chairman 
of tin- Committee on Election Laws 
and a member of the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs and of the Com- 
mittee on Railroads. 

Another honor that has come to 
Newton is the election of Henry I. 
Hardman as chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of the Boston Elevated. 
This means that the chairmanship of 
that important body remains in this 
city since Samuel L. Powers was Mr. 
Hui riman's predecessor. It has al- 
ready been told in the Graphic that 
Mr. Hardman and Mr. Edward E. 
Whiting ol' this city were two of the 
newly appointed hoard of five trustees, 
but Mr. Hardman's election as chair- 
man did not take place until the 
trusteess’ first meeting. That he will 
he an important factor in shaping the 
future of i In* road goes without say- 
ing. It is also a further tribute to 
Mr. Hardman to know that Ills serv- 
ices as a member of the Metropolitan 
Planning Division were of such value 
that In* was persuaded to remain a 
member of the latter body. This will 
make him one of the busiest as well 
as one of the most important men in 
the Commonwealth engaged in mat- 
ters affecting the welfare of the 
people.

The child’s first groping efforts to 
do anything are primarily an attempt 
to make up his mind, even before he 
himself becomes fully conscious that 
he has a mind to make up. 

Very early In life the child imitates 
his elders. Whatr that amounts to is 
an attempt on his part to borrow 
some of your mind to make up his 
own mind. It is by no means a mere 
external action by him. He actually 
incorporates into that mind of his 
something of his surroundings and the 
people round about. One of the rea- 
sons why some children do not seem 
to have much mind is because they 
have such poor material to imitate. 
A child may do something that seems 
cute at the age when he does it first, 
but. five years later the same stunt by 
the same child does not seem so cute. 

Soon the child acquires habits and 
has experiences of his own. He be- 
gins to feel himself. Then he wants 
to assert himself. He thinks he has 
something worth while and lie Is 
anxious to have people recognize it. 
His range of opportunity to get him- 
self recognized may be sharply limi- 
ted. but there are no limits to his 
efforts. Children do pretty nearly 
everything to get recognized. The 
old notion, never popular with the 
youngsters, was that children should 
be seen and not heard. They should 
quietly and silently absorb wisdom 
from the grown-ups. That system did 
not seem to work. 

Maturity comes when a human be- 
ing defines his ends and then goes 
after those ends. 

Adolescence is the stage of transi- 
tion from childhood to maturity. 
There is a lot of talk about what 
ails our youth. There is nothing 
really the matter. Wo are simply 
paying more attention to them and 
examining them more closely.

STEFANSSON TO LECTURE AT 
ELIOT CHURCH 

VUhjalmur Stefansson, who lectures 
on "The Northward Course of Empire” 
In the Eliot Church next Tuesday eve- 
ning. might well be called tho dean 
of Arctic explorers. TIiIh pioneer path- 
finder of the Polar region hns high 
standing ns a foremost explorer, sci- 
entist. and a man of letters. He is 
generally recognized as a lending au- 
thority on Arctic life and people. 

His ideas, based on some thirteen 
years spent in the far north, have rev- 
olutionized many of the prevailing 
conceptions. In other words, ho has 
done much to "humanize” the Arctic. 
He holds degrees from three Univer- 
sities and five National Geographical 
Societies have conferred high hon- 
ors upon him. 

Few people have any conception of 
life ns it is lived in the far north. 
When Stefansson made his announce- 
ment In 1913 that ho intended to prove 
to tho world that white men could 
live off the land in the frozen north, 
everyone thought lie was demented. 
But he accomplished the fact and re- 
turned after five years with a fund 
of knowledge, pictures and experi- 
ences which lie uses in his loctures 
for the enlightenment of the people 
of this far different land. 

He lived with the Eskimos the 
greater part of eleven years and ac- 
quired a more intimate knowledge of 
their language and their lives than 
lias ever been possessed by any white 
man. More than that, ho lived ex- 
periences that have been equaled by 
few men. His hooks include ”My 
Life with tho Eskimos.” “The Friendly 
Arctic,” and "The Northward Course 
of Empire.” He has made three Arc- 
tic Expeditions, the first in 1905-6, the 
second in 1908-12, and the last trip 
from 1913 to 1918, when he mapped 
over 100,000 square miles of hitherto 
unknown territory. 

On two of his expeditions he made 
careful studies of tho Eskimos and 
discovered the so-called Blond Eski- 
mos who have figured so largely in 
the newspapers since. Because of his 
studies of this race, because of his 
discoveries of land and because of 
the application of new ideas and new 
methods of exploration, Stefansson is 
now considered a foremost polar ex- 
plorer of the present day. Ho was horn 
honored by Geographical societies of 
several nations and given honorary 
degrees from prominent universities 
of this country. 

Stefansson is a brilliant and suc- 
cessful writer and is the author of a 
number of hooks and many magazine 
articles. ‘‘The Northward Course of 
Empire” and "Hunters of the Great 
North" are his latest hooks and "The 
Friendly Arctic” an earlier publica- 
tion, is one of his most popular. 

In his lectures Stefansson does not 
tell only of Ills experiences in the 
Arctic, but of the ideas he lias gained 
from these experiences. In the past 
few years his mind has turned from 
exploration into tlie broader channel 
of bringing Jo the attention of the 
world Hi" vast potential possibilities 
of the North. In it lie sees a land 
(hat will produce great wealth both in 
food and minerals, a land as full of 
promise as the West of the early days.

Waban Young People’s 
Forum Hears Of Japan 

Kobo College Representative Tells of 
Oriental Country 


Mrs. Isabelle MacCausland was the 
speaker last Sunday evening at the 
first meeting of the “Forum Instit- 
ute.” held annually by the Young 
People’s Forum of Waban during four 
weeks of the year. The main subject 
is "Our Foreign Neighbors.” Mrs. 
MacCausland, who is from Kobe Col- 
lege. Kobe. Japan, represented that 
country. Next Sunday Miss Louise 
Walworth will represent Mexico. The 
speaker for the next Sunday is not 
yet definitely engaged, but upon the 
following Sunday. Dr. John Miller will 
speak on India. Tickets for the 
course, priced at one dollar, entitles 
the bearer to a light supper, served 
by some of the mothers, under the 
direction of Mrs. Stephen, as well as 
to the lectures. As Mrs. MacCaus- 
land was to speak over the radio that 
evening, her talk began at six o’clock 
and preceded the supper. The other 
lectures, however, will start at six- 
thirty, preceded hy supper at six-fif- 
teen. 

“We do not; often realize.” said 
Mrs. MacCausland, “what an effect 
our actions have upon our foreign 
neighbors. The newly developed ra- 
yon business, for instance, has hit 
Japan’s silk industry an awful blow. 
This is especially interesting when 
we know that, except for Great Brit- 
ain, Japan buys more goods from the 
United States than any other nation. 
Thus we are very interdependent, 
and, as such, we should know more 
about each other. It is unfortunate 
that the only glimpse of America that 
many of the Japanese get is through 
moving pictures that are not allowed 
to be shown here— moving pictures 
that have no vestige of truth in their 
scenery or characters. 

"Japan is a good and loyal mem- 
ber of the 'League of Nations.’ The 
school children especially are inter- 
ested, and the boys’ and girls’ schools 
frequently oppose each other in de- 
bates, given in English, on questions 
of International affairs. English is 
becoming almost a secondary lan- 
guage for Japan’s youth, although 
they have a harder time pronouncing 
it than do most foreigners, for they 
find it impossible to give our T sound. 
Nevertheless, English is an extreme- 
ly popular language in Japan today. 

“The Japanese are extremely broad- 
minded in their religions. Besides 
tlioir own Oriental fakhs, Buddism, 
Shintoism, etc., they embrace all of 
the Christian sects. There are many 
Japanese members of the Friends’ So- 
ciety. Their own Princess Mat-su-kl 
is a Quaker. They want their chil- 
dren to know something about every 
sect, and thus be competent to choose 
intelligently the church with which 
to become a fliliated. 

A change in their judiciary systeln 
was instituted this year, when the 
jury system was introduced, instead 
of the old system, taken from the 
French, whereby the trial was by 
three judges. The government is pat- 
terned on that of Great Britain, as 
are the Industrial and Factory sys- 
tems. 

"Through much reading of Ameri- 
can books, magazines and papers, and 
through motion pictures, the Japan- 
ese are coming to know much more 
about their American neighbors than 
we do about them. We must keep 
our wits about us, or they will soon 
be ahead of us.

Second Lecture On 
Banking Well Attended 

Newton Women Given Advice on 
Banking Problems 

The attendance at the second lec- 
ture presented by the Newton Trust 
Company to its women depositors 
showed an increase of about 50% over 
the first lecture. 

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer called the 
meeting to order promptly at 10:30 
last Monday morning in the Newton 
Centre Women’s Clubhouse and an- 
nounced that the next lecture would 
come on Tuesday, February 5, at the 
same place. The speaker will be Mr. 
J. K. Rillingsley of the Old Colony 
Corporation through whom all the in- 
vestment activities of the Trust Com- 
pany are conducted. Mr. Billingsley 
will address the women depositors of 
the Newton Trust Company on “In- 
vestments.” 

Mrs. Palmer introduced, as the 
speaker of the morning. Mr. George 
W. Grant, for many years Vice Presi- 
dent of the Old Colony Trust Com- 
pany and in charge of its Banking 
Department. After fifty-one years of 
banking experience Mr. Grant was re- 
cently retired from active service in 
the Old Colony Trust Company and 
came from his home in Salem at 
some personal sacrifice to address 
the Newton women. 

The speaker gave some very speci- 
fic advice in hanking problems. He 
advocated the use of joint accounts 
and of transit numbers in place of the 
name of the bank, when making out 
deposit tickets. He advised against 
attempting to draw cash immediately 
after depositing it, if the check is on 
a distant bank, and also against post- 
dating checks, since the hank cannot 
cash the check until the specified date 
lias come. 

Mr. Grant instructed his hearers to 
use the whole legal name of the payee, 
tints showing the sex, omitting all 
titles — unless it he agent or attorney. 
He also advised numbering cheeks and 
a monthly balancing of one’s own 
check book statements with that of the 
bank. He explained in detail certified 
checks and the proper thing to do in 
the case of lost checks. 

Mr. Grant was chairman of the Bos- 
ton Clearing House Committee which 
in 1924 decided to impose a service 
charge of $1 a month (or as he pro- 
fessed to think of it, 25 cents a week) 
on monthly accounts not averaging 
$300. The Suburban Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation voted to make the limit of their 
depositors $200 a mouth. 

During t lie 15-minute question peri- 
od which followed his hour’s talk. Mr. 
Grant showed the women how to draw 
:.n ideal check ami answered maty 
concrete questions put to him by his 
audience.

School Of Religious 
Education To Reopen 

limbic Courses of Stud) Arranged 
For Second Term 


The second terra of the Norttm- 
bega District School of Religious Edit 
atloti will open on next Monday eve- 
ning at the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Newtonvllle.. at 7:30. These 
classes will be held on ten Monday 
evenings until March 18, inclusive, 
from 7:30 to 9:20 under the auspices 
of the Norumbega District Council of 
Religious Education which embraces 
churches in the Newtons and sur- 
rounding towns.

Schools Not To Close 
Many Pupils Absent 

V*arfy JlOO Pupil* Out W ith Cold* — 
no*ing Rumor Unfounded 


The great number of colds prevail- 
ing because of the unusnal amount of 
frost humidity which has been in 
the atmosphere the past few weeks 
has caused hundreds of pupils to be 
absent from the Newton schools. Out 
of an enrollment of 2400 at the New- 
ton High School nearly 300 pupils 
were absent yesterday. The School 
Department has advised children who 
have colds to remain at home because 
of the fact that colds are transmitted 
to others. It is more than probable 
that there are few, if any cases of 
"flu” among the school children. Be- 
cause of the prevalence of "flu" in 
California and the publicity given this 
fact in newspapers, a “flu” scare 
has spread throughout the nation and 
many persons suffering from ordinary 
colds believe they have had. or have 
influenza. 

A rumor has been current that the 
Newton schools will close because of 
the alleged prevalence of “flu.” This 
rumor is unfounded. It is not in- 
tended to close any of the schools. 
The Newton Health Department has 
informed the school authorities that 
even though a large percentage of the 
pupils may have colds, nothing will 
be gained by closing the schools.

GEORGE OWEN TURNS 
PRO— WITH BRUINS 

The sport world was unexpectedly 
startled Tuesday afternoon to learn 
that George Owen, former Newton 
high and Harvard three-sport star ath- 
lete, had signed to play professional 
hockey with the Boston Bruins. Since 
his graduation from Harvard in 1923 
the former Newton youth, who now 
resides in Milton, had received many 
offers from various promoters of pro 
sport including football and hockey. 
But Owen had always turned a deaf 
ear to any invitation. Monday night 
he was practicing with the University 
Club hockey team of which he had 
been the leading player for several 
years. Tuesday noon he signed with 
the Bruins and that evening appeared 
in their line-up against the Toronto 
Maple Leafs without having had any 
practice with his new teammates. 

The whole sporting world watched 
with interest his pro debut and there 
were few who were surprised at his 
ability to fit into the game in the man- 
ner lie did. Naturally enough at the 
beginning of the game he was ner- 
vous but as the game wore on he got 
going in his old college and amateur 
way to spoil many attempted attack 
through his side of the defence. Near 
the close of the game he caged the 
fifth and final Bruin tally by seizing 
an opportunity created by the rebound 
of a teammate’s shot at the net. 

It must also be recalled that Owen 
has recently been confined to his bed 
with a severe cold and he was not 
in the best of condition Tuesday even- 
ing. With such a bang-up introduction 
to the pro game Owen will be one of 
the outstanding members of the Bruin 
outfit before many weeks are over. 
Certainly ho will be one of the great- 
est drawing cards the team has ever 
had, not only in his home city where 
he is known so well, but in the other 
cities on the circuit where his name 
has long been familiar but where he 
has never appeared in person. 

The sudden action of Owen in join- 
ing professional ranks was not 
prompted by the salary offered him 
but more through his love of the game 
and his desire to know how well he 
could do among other well-known 
hockey players, on the pro ranks, sev- 
eral of whom he used to play against 
while in college. His sudden jump 
was also partially brought about by 
the weakening of the Bruin defence 
through injuries to Captain Hitchman 
and the absence of Dit Clapper. His 
action will probably be the signal for 
other ex-college stars to try their luck 
at the pro game, there being but a 
few other American college grads in 
it.

To Hold Scholastic Golf Tourney 

Restoration of a schoolboy golf 
tournament after a lapse of 16 years 
was one of the chief items of inter- 
est at the first meeting of the year 
of the Mass. Golf. Association execu- 
tive committee recently. The affair 
should mean much to the Newton 
high school golf team which has been 
the recognized state champion for the 
past several years through its long 
string of victories over other school- 
boy teams. In deciding to foster a 
scholastic tourney the committee 
acknowledged receipt of a trophy, em- 
blematic of schoolboy supremacy in 
New England, donated by George 
Wright which will be put in peren 
nial competition. It was voted to 
stage the 1929 affair in the Greater 
Boston area and in future years to 
rotate the scene of conflict through- 
out New England. The style of play 
will consist of that followed in the 
amateur championships, namely, a 36 
hole qualifying test, followed by five 
match rounds for the surviving com- 
batants. Suitable medals will be 
awarded the medalist, runner-up and 
semi-finullsts.

In Class A of the Mass. Squash 
Racquets team standing Newton Cen- 
tre, the only local club in this class, 
is tied with Harvard for the position 
next to the cellar berth with seven 
wins and eight losses for a .467 per- 
centage.

SECOND VICTORY IN 
ROW OVER MEDFORD 

For the second successive year the 
Newton high track team triumphed 
over the Medford high team on the 
Newton track by scoring 46 1/3 points 
to Medford’s 30 2/3 points. Robert 
Ewing, Newton high senior, who is a 
transfer from Chicago where he was 
Illinois State schoolboy 300-yard 
champion, was the high scorer of the 
meet with 14 V4 points. He won the 
30-yard dash, crashing up against the 
wall in the flnnls and sustaining a cut 
on the nose and above the eye which 
came near rendering him "hors de 
combat.’’ But after the injured mem 
her had been taped up Ewing came 
back to place second in the 300-yard 
run. This event was run against 
time with a man from each school en- 
tered in each heat. Ewing won his 
heat as he pleased but his time was 
one-fifth of a second slower than that 
of the winner, Robert Andrews, the 
Medford star, who won the event in 
36 4/5 seconds. Ewing also captured 
first place in the running high jump 
with a leap of 5 feet 4 inches, Clark 
of Medford having cleared 5 feet 3 
inches but failing at the next height. 
Ewing started the relay team off but 
was beaten to the first bank by An- 
drews. who by the way was the Med- 
ford high scorer, winning the 600- 
yard run in addition to his previous 
victory in the 300. Andrews led 
Ewing all the way by a stride or two 
until the batons were handed over to 
the next runners. 

Captain Dick Reynolds was also a 
potent factor in the orange and black 
victory. He won the hurdles over 
Shea of Medford in 4 2/5 seconds, 
placed second to Andrews in the 600, 
tied for third in the high jump and 
ran second on the winning relay, for 
a total of 9 7/12 points. Pescosolido 
added eight points to Newton’s total 
by winning the shot put with a heave 
of 43 feet lOMs inches and taking sec- 
ond to Ewing in the dash. 

Irving Finn was the other Newton 
first place winner, taking the broad 
jump with a leap of 9 feet 8*4 inches. 

Newton started off in fine fashion 
when Ewing won the dash over his 
teammate, Pescosolido, second, and 
Donahue of Medford third. Captain 
Reynolds and Shea, the Medford en- 
try, ran a close race in the hurdles 
with the Newton leader breasting the 
tape inches in front of his rival. The 
first upset came in the 300 when 
Ewing, who possibly still felt the ef- 
fects of the shaking up he got in the 
dash when he crashed against the 
end wall, was beaten by a fifth of a 
second by Andrews of Medford in 
their respective time trials. 

Later Andrews proved himself an 
"iron man” by winning the 600 over 
Newton’s star, Dick Reynolds. Gibbs 
of Newton was third, having a shade 
the better finish over McNamara of 
Medford. True to expectations Ken- 
neth Cuneo, the Medford captain, 
won the 1000-yard run, leading all the 
way and staving off a fast finish by 
Fred Burton of Newton who took sec- 
ond. Hall of Newton was third. 

Finn’s first in the broad jump were 
the only points scored by the orange 
and black in this event as Pritchard 
and Clark finished second and third 
Ewing, as stated, won the high jump 
over Clark of Medford. There was a 
three cornered tie for third between 
Reynolds of Newton and Packard and 
Lambert of Medford. Gerald Griffin, 
captain of the Medford 1928 football 
team was the only visitor to score in 
the shotput. His heave of 42 ft. 4 in. 
was enough to give him second place 
over Ham of Newton, whose best ef- 
fort was 41 ft. % in. 

The relay race, although the out- 
come of the meet had already been 
decided in Newton’s favor, was ex- 
citing. Andrews reached the first 
hank ahead of Ewing, the Newton 
lead-off man, and held his advantage 
for the two laps. Allen was Med- 
ford’s second runner and lie held his 
advantage over Reynolds. Johnny 
Mullen was Newton’s third man and 
taking the baton from Reynolds he 
set out after Miller, the Medford run- 
ner. On the back stretch he jumped 
him to take the lead and hold it un- 
til lie turned the race over to Robert 
Bell, the Newton anchor. Bell was 
opposed by Captain Cuneo of Med- 
ford, who ran a pretty race in a vain 
effort to overtake the flying Newton 
lad.

But the 
Newton high team was not dismayed 
in the least by Brown’s absence Mon- 
day. Allie Fletcher, former wing, 
moved into Brown’s position and 
filled it to perfection. Ho scored three 
of the orange and black goals and 
tied up Freddy Harlow, Cambridge 
star forward, so that the latter had 
but few chances to get loose. In fact 
the entire Newton sextet played rings 
around the Cantabs. Fred Schlpper 
and Bill Reilly started on the wings 
for Newton with Joe Gilllgan and 
Dick Gardner at the points and Capt. 
Dan Harrington in the net. Harring- 
ton made several pretty stops and 
the defence pair aided materially in 
breaking up the Cambridge attack. 

Fletcher scored the first goal in 
the opei«“"7 i,.-.„),i»d about midway 
through the session. He outskated 
the Cambridge forwards, skirted the 
defence and packed a wicked shot 
into the net that Goalie Ready had 
no chance to see. Gilllgan scored 
twice in tho second period. The first 
cama on a solo dash the length of the 
ice followed by a sharp shot from 
close up. Fletcher carried the puck 
to tiie Cantab’s outer defence and laid 
a pretty pass on Gilligan’s stick in 
front of the cage for the third point. 
Shortly after the third period opened 
Fletcher made another dash the 
length of the ring and again got 
around the defence to count again.

In the dash tomorrow Robert Ewing 
and Carl Pescosolido should be in the 
finals along with Capt. John Bada- 
racco and Peter Racheotes. Ben Hoot- 
stein and Charles French are other 
Brookline hopes although both the 
Newton runners should score. Ed- 
ward Duane of Brookline will give 
Capt. Dick Reynolds of Newton a race 
in the hurdles although Reynolds 
should come through. Brookline lias 
lost Eugene Record its star captain 
of last year, along with other stellar 
performers in Werner, Rogers, Prince, 
Redmun, Hagenberger and Linsky. 
Lebowitch and Johnston are the other 
Red and Blue hurdlers while Newton 
will depend upon Mike Fine, in addi- 
tion to Reynolds. 

The 300-yard run should be a thrill- 
er with Ewing and Badaracco fighting 
it out for first place and Morgan 
O’Neil and Arthur Lewis of Brookline 
opposing Robert Bell and Johnny Mul- 
len for the odd point. 

Captain Reynolds and Dick Gibbs of 
New’ton are expected to finish one, 
two in the 600 although Dana Smith, 
Brookline’s best will make a race of 
it. Arthur Chamberlain, who will be 
one of the best 1000-yarders in school- 
boy circles before the winter is over, 
will team with Fred Burton and 
Charles Hall in an attempt to make a 
clean sweep in the distance run, Har- 
old Levenson and Donald Blunt are 
the two Brookline hopes in the event. 
This pair finished second and third 
to John Rattigan of Watertown w’lio 
won the event last week. 

In the field events Newton should 
increase its lead. Carl Pescosolido 
should win the shot put in a battle 
with Harry Fink of Brookline. Fink 
has been ill and did not compete 
against Watertown although lie is 
credited with a heave of over 45 feet 
in practice. The New'ton strong man 
won over Griffin of Medford last week 
with a put just under 44 feet but on 
oue of his trials he lost his balance 
and fouled causing a mark of 45 feet 
6 inches to go by the hoards. Harold 
Ham should pick up a third in the 
event as he can do over 40 feet, six 
feet better than the winning toss in 
the Watertown-Brookline meet. 

The running high jump is an un- 
known quantity with both Racheotes 
and Winchester Dermody, both of 
Brookline and Ewing of Newton win- 
ning the event I 11 their respective 
meets last week at 5 ft. 4 inches. 
Ewing will probably be the only New- 
ton scorer in the event with either a 
second or a tie for first in view. 

Irving Finn and Milton Fine should 
jump away with the broad jump for 
New’ton. Both are capable of doing 
better than 9 ft. 0 inches with Rach- 
eotes, Brookline’s best, winning from 
Watertown with a leap of 9 ft. The 
relay between Newton and Brookline 
is ahvays a thrilling event, the make 
up of the teams usually being deter- 
mined prior to the race.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

Overcoat thieves are giving over- 
coat owners considerable anxiety and 
making a lot of extra work for the 
police. This is the time of the year 
when these professional snatchers of 
other people’s garments get in their 
best work. The police blotter — right 
here In Newton, too, I am told — shows 
that they are not daunted by sur- 
roundings but seem rather to prefer 
to steal from a church. 

It isn't a joke— this losing one’s over- 
coat— although we have heard people 
laugh unrestrainedly nt another’s 
tale of having his overcoat swiped 
from a church parlor during the 
morning service. There is no humor 
in it but it does reveal that the thief 
relies on the fact that people are apt 
to say, “Surely, my things ought to 
be safe in church.” 

It Is this very assumption upon 
which thieves base their operations. 
They know that people are more trust- 
ing in a place of worship than in a 
hall for social, fraternal, political or 
other gatherings. I recently talked 
with a veteran detective whose knowl- 
edge of all-round police work has 
given him a wide reputation. He said: 

"I wish you would say in your 
column something about the need of 
people watching their overcoats. The 
thieves don't care where they pick 


up a good coat. They have no hesita- 
tion walking into a church vestry or 
any place where there are good coats 
hanging on the wall. Tho amount of 
these cases is mounting every day 
and while the police are doing their 
utmost it is absolutely necessary that 
they have the co-operation of the 
citizens. 

"Coat rooms should either be locked 
or placed in charge of an attendant. 
Leaving a nice fur overcoat to the 
mercy of a crook is a shame. The 
work of recovering these stolen gar- 
ments is made extremely difficult and 
almost impossible because of the way 
in which the thief disposes of his 
loot. Remember, these coats are not 
pawned. They are taken directly to 
somebody who makes a business of 
buying stolen conts. Once on some- 
body else’s back the police are power- 
less. They can’t stop everybody with 
a fur coat on and ask, ‘Where did 
you get that coat?’ The new wearer 
appears respectable- and maybe he 
is and has bought the stolen coat In 
ignorance of its history — so the po- 
lice can’t take it off his back on mere 
suspicion. 

“There is one thing that people 
must do if they want to retain pos- 
session of their property and that is 
watch it or have somebody elso do so

or put It under lock ami key where 
thieves cannot lay hands on it." 

Personally I have never had an 
overcoat stolen. (Business of knock- 
ing on wood). Not that I have been 
alert or more careful than other peo- 
ple. I can toss tny overcoat most any 
old place because it is that kind of an 
overcoat. Ami I am reasonably cer- 
tain that no one will steal it for the 
very same reason. Therefore, I can- 
not discourse at any length on my 
own experiences with thieves. It is 
not that ! do not wish to place tempta- 
tion in their way that I refrain from 
wearing a coon coat or a l'ur-lined 
coat with astrakhan collar. My 
failure to so adorn myself is that I — 
but let us not go into the tragic side 
of this subject. 

Rather I would take up the perplex- 
ing side. Of that I can speak with 
full authority. We have all of us 
watched the magician with his mys- 
terious tricks and his skill at making 
things appear or disappear. My suc- 
cess was demonstrated in carrying 
out the disappearance of certain 
articles. But I was not clever like the 
slight-of-hand man for I did not know 
where they had gone. He at least 
could locate them at will. I couldn’t 
— and that was the difficulty. 

I first purchased a small box of 
smoking tobacco and dropped it into 
the outside left-hand pocket. To- 
gether with it I deposited some 
matches. Later I invested in a tooth- 
brush and a tube of tooth paste. As 
I recall there was a fifth article, but 
what it was I cannot remember for 
the life of me. 

Not long afterwards I arrived home 
and placed my hand in my pocket to 
take out my purchases. None was 
there. What has become of them? 
They should have been there, I 
thought. Then I began to doubt myself. 
Had I really put them in my pocket? 
If I had, why wouldn’t they he there? 
And if I hadn’t put them there what 
had I done with them? All that day 
1 puzzled over the mystery. 

I concluded that I wouldn’t buy 
any more tobacco for I felt that I 
would probably recover the missing 
package. So I decided to indulge in 
cigarettes. I made up my mind that 
l would watch myself carefully. When 
I bought the package I took great 
care to note that I had placed it in 
the same outside left-hand pocket of 
my overcoat. “There,” said I, “this 
won’t get away from me.’’ 

Rut It did. It wasnt long after that 
I felt a desire to smoke and plunged 
my hand in my overcoat pocket. No 
cigarettes!

If the passengers took so much time 
in shifting from one car to another 
believe me they would bo told to 
‘hurry, please’ or maybe something 
more.

I didn’t attend the inauguration 
ceremonies at City Hall, West New- 
ton, but I read the proceedings as re- 
ported in the Graphic and found them 
interesting, especially the Mayor’s ad- 
dress. Several of tho suggestions 
made by him appeared to me worthy 
of immediate action. That of further 
improvement of the Charles River’s 
bunks in this city seemed unusually 
important. 

How differently are tho bunks of 
streams regarded nowuduys. Former- 
ly they were skirted by shops and 
mills and factories, stables and the 
like. Rubbish piles were to be found 
here ami there and great piles of 
waste, ashos, tin cans and other 
tilings wore dumped ut tho water's 
edge. Then somebody hud a vision 
and communicated it to somebody 
else. The whole tiling was changed. 
Public sentiment demanded attractive 
river bunks instend of ugly dumps. 

Tliut Idea of beautifying the bunks 
of tho rivers has not rouchud all purts 
of Now Engiund, or oven Massachu- 
setts. Rut here in this part of tho 
State wo know tliut it is pretty thor- 
oughly established and is certain to 
be extended. 

The Mayor is right. The extension 
of the river boulevard from Wuter- 


town through Newton to Waltham and 
Weston is sure to come at some time 
or other. It will be more than a local 
improvement — it will be one of the 
most attractive features of the Met- 
ropolitan park system. What a splen- 
did way for automobiles to travel 
west! Instead of going through the 
streets of Watertown and Waltham 
to get to Concord they can pick up 
the Concord road where traffic is not 
congested. And if headed west by 
way of South Sudbury they can travel 
along the river bank from Longfel- 
low bridge through Cambridge, Brigh- 
ton, Watertown and Newton to Wes- 
ton. 

Here is a practical scheme which 
does not Involve the expenditure of a 
vast amount of money for property- 
damages. The land is for the most 
part owned by the State. Compara- 
tively little privately-owned land 
would have to be taken. Let’s put the 
Mayor’s idea over! Why not? 

Of course, like everybody else I 
knew, or believed I knew the signifi- 
cance of the phrase "Hobson’s choice.” 
But when asked to explain its origin 
I was at loss to make even a guess 
at it. I found comfort in the fact 
that several of the group were as 
ignorant as I. Therefore, we proceed 
to study the matter, and interviewed 
first Noali Webster and then a well 
known teacher of English. 

Tho dictionary told us it was 
synonymous for “no choice at all.” 
That was not enough. We weren’t 
satisfied until we learned from the

Tuesday, January 8th, at 11 a. m. in 
tho Parish House of the New Church, 
Nowtonville. 

In the absence of the President on 
account of illness, Mrs. Joseph N. 
Lowell presided. 

The annual reports were given by 
tho Secretary, Mrs. Frank E. Ander- 
son and tho Treasurer, Miss Florence 
E. Tower. 

Mrs. A. S. Pratt, chairman of the 
Nominating Committee proposed the 
following nominations which were 
unanimously accepted: For Presi- 
dent, Mrs. George H. Talbot; Vice- 
Presidents, Mrs. Joseph N. Lowell; 
Mrs. W. V. Taylor, Mrs. Chester 
Spring, Mrs. F. Ashley Day, Jr.; 
Treasurer, Miss Florence E. Tower; 
Recording Secretary, Mrs. Frank E. 
Anderson; Corresponding Secretary, 
Mrs. Francis II. Williams. 

Also a Board of Directors com- 
prising 48 women of Newton. One 
new director was added this year, 
Mrs. Charles T. Bartlett. 

Honorary members, Mrs. William 
H. Gould, Mrs. E. B. Haskell, Mrs. H. 
H. Carter. 

Hon. Alonzo R. Weed, Auditor. 

Two honorary members of the 
Board both past Presidents have been 
removed by death this year, Mrs. 
George S. Harwood and Mrs. James 
I’. Tolman. 

At the Graduation Exercises of the 
Hospital in June, scholarships pro- 
vided by tho Association were award- 
ed as follows:: $125 to Miss Kath- 
erine Gorman of tho graduating class, 
$75 to Miss Hazel Oaks of the second 
year class, $50 to Miss Francis Mon- 
tana of the second year class. 

Our donations have included $500 
to Miss Allen for current needs, $500 
for Laboratory Equipment, $200 for 
sheets, $100 for necessary furnish- 
ings for nurses’ corner in the nurse’s 
home which with the $250 for scholar- 
ships makes a total of $1550.00. 

Mrs. C. P. Clark, Treasurer, made 
a brief financial statement of the 
Benefit Shop. 

Mrs. F. II. Williams, shop manager, 
gave many forceful incidents from her 
personal experience as she referred 
to tho Shop as a panorama of human 
emotions. Tho need of clothes for 
men, women and children is as great 
as ever. She urged the audience to 
come themselves and see the shop in 
operation. 

Since lust January the shop has 
earned above all expenses for the 
Hospital Aid $5000. 

Mrs. Lovell called on Miss Allen 
for a brief report, in which she said 
the last year was a prosperous one. 
In Juno a three-story house in the 
neighborhood had been rented in 
which 26 of the 34 students in train- 
ing were accommodated and after al- 
terations in the basement, storerooms 
and class rooms had been installed. 
X-ray department had doubled its 
work. The Out-patient department 
showed no increase. Many of our 
graduates were holding line positions 
of great responsibility in other insti- 
tutions. 

Miss Allen described at somo length 
tho arraugemonts of the New Hos- 
pital which it is expected will be in 
operation in tho early summer. 

Mrs. Lovell then introduced Dr. 
John X. Miller of South India, who 
spoke on “The Progress of Public 
Health in India.” 

India, half the slzo of tho United 
States is a great empire, more than 
200 different languages were spoken, 
not one unit divided by its different 
religions into more than 2000 castes. 

There wore 60,000,000 outcasts 
classified as Hindus — ninety per cent 
of tho population live in villages in 
which agriculture and begging are tho 
principal occupations. In every vil- 
lage is a local god or goddess whose 
anger enuses disease and who is hold 
responsible for ovory kind of mis- 
fortune or disease. 

Real progress in sanitation is very 
slow as every villugo has its Common, 
well, or pond where animals as well 
as humans drink, where clothes are 
washed and people hutho it is no 
small wonder that disease is rife. 

Ignorance and superstition, social 
and religious conditions combine to 
make the work very difficult. 

Eighty-five per cent of tho popula- 
tion afllicted by hook-worm — half the 
deaths in India due to infant mor- 
tality. On most occasions the bar- 
ber's wife is the mid-wife. 

As there is no segregating of dis- 
ease, lepers wander about as they 
please. A diet of onions, buttermilk 
and banana is prescribed for cholrea 
which, is spread abroad by diseased 
pilgrims who in their filthy clothoB in- 
fest the churches. No wonder that 
there are 7,000,000 (million) deaths 


every year from plague. This is a bit 
of tho dark side of the picture. 

On the constructive side we find the 
British Government trying to cope 
with disease ignorance and super- 
stitution. Medical colleges aro being 
established. There is an organized 
system trying to enforce rules for 
compulsory vaccination, and common 
education. With the establishing of 
good hospitals, strong force of doctors 
and men and women going into ef- 
forts of social service, already some 
progress lias been made but the very 
nature of Indian mentality is such 
that tho work is slow. 

Dr. Miller spoke of his own small 
hospital or dispensary In Mandura 
witli only one ward where last year 
8000 were treated at an expense of 
$500 with a living wage in India ten 
cents per day, the people themselves 
cannot pay much for medical care. 
They ask no luxuries but are grate- 
ful for necessities. There are many 
cases of malarial fever, and more from 
abdominal and intestinal diseases to 
be treated. In the cities where there 
is manufacturing, lung troubles are 
much on the increase. Their lack of 
sanitation is responsible for much 
illness. 

The tiling fundamentally wrong 
in India is its religion. Western 
thought has greatly Influenced India. 
The best things are those which have 
come from the West. School teach- 
ing about life, health and cleanliness 
will count for much. The solution of 
Indian difficulties is the establishment 
of Christian education. The lecutre 
aroused much interest.

LIGHTS 

For the seventh consecutive Epi- 
phany-tide. the beautiful Service of 
Lights will he hold at St. Mary’s 
Church, Newton Lower Falls next 
Sunday evening, January the 13th, 
ut 7:45 o’clock. 

The Service will begin with a great 
Processional o£ Crucifer, Choristers, 
Apostles, Martyrs, Deacon, Priest and 
Bishop entering the church and 
mulching entirely around it singing 
the ancient hymn, that tradition says 
was first sung by 5000 martyrs, men, 
women, hoys and girls and little 
children, as on one Christmas morn- 
ing in the days of the early Persecu- 
tions they marched to their deaths 
in the Roman Colloseum. Then the 
story of The Star is briefly told by 
tho Interlocutor. The Prophecies of 
The Birth of Christ are read, The 
Nativity Hymns aro sung. The 
Epiphany Star is lighted, and The 
Three Kings enter bearing their gifts 
of Gold, Frankincense and Myrrh. 
These they bear to the Altar symbolic 
of The Manger. Then the Twelve 
Apostles and Matthias, successor of 
Judas, the Traitor, and St. Stephen, 
the First Christian Martyr, step for- 
ward one by one and light their 
candles from the Great Christ Candle 
upon the Altar. Afterwards from St. 
Peter as representing the Twelve, 
candles are lighted by Bishop, Priest 
and Deacon, Choristers, and Congre- 
gation until all are lighted, illuminat- 
ing the darkened church with tho 
beautiful caudle glow. 

All are then dsmissod with the 
Benediction •and wend their several 
ways to their homes bearing their 
flickering lights, typo of The Holy 
Spirit, whom each one prays may 
dwell in his home, consecrating it for 
the year that is to come.

POLICE NEWS 


In the Newton court Friday last 
Stephen Brlgandl, 74 Beecliwood 
avenue, Watertown, was sentenced to 
three months in jail.

Borges paid 
Brlgandl $50 sometime ago and was 
to have given him another $50 when 
tho license was re-issued. When 
Brigandi failed to make good Borges 
complained to the police. Brigandi 
appealed the sentence. 

Domenic Bianchi who conducts a 
store at 201 Adams street and has a 
common victualler’s license, was fined 
$100 in tho Newton court last Friday 
for conducting a lottery at his place of 
business, said lottery being a punch- 
hoard. He was also charged with hav- 
ing made an illegal sale of liquor and 
for this offence was giv^n a suspended 
fine of $50. In court the same day 
Carmine Pasico of Cook street, No- 
nantum, was also given a suspended 
fine of $50 for making an illegal sale 
of liquor.

Tomorrow nfternoon at 5 o’clock 
the time expires for filing new legisla- 
tion. After that petitions, bills, re- 
solves, etc., cannot be admitted ex- 
cept under a suspension of the rules. 
There lias not been a grent avalanche 
of bills this yenr. although many pe- 
titioners often wait until the last day. 
It may be that this year the total will 
prove considerably larger than is now 
expected. There seems to be an 
absence of Newton bills this year — 
that is. legislation nffecting the city 
directly. Neither has legislation in- 
itiated by Newton petitioners been of- 
fered in any marked amount. There 
may be something that is being 
held but according to general belief 
few bills of vital local importance to 
this city are likely to be filed. 
Armand C. Bang of this city has filed 
a bill under which motorists would 
contribute to a State fund for the 
compensation of those persons injured 
in automobile accidents. 

The usual agitation for n “Greater 
Boston" has made its appearance in 
several forms. This is recognized as 
an efTort to annex to Boston all sur- 
rounding towns and cities for the 
benefit of Boston. Every year the ef- 
fort is made to bring about this an- 
nexation business but fortunately it 
is defeated. However, somebody 
thinks up a new idea for the follow- 
ing year and again comes the pro- 
posal. newly decorated with some 
different phrases all aimed at the 
one purpose. It is probably the 
hope of those behind the scheme that 
some day they will be able to slip 
through the General Court a bill that 
will make Boston and the Metropoli- 
tan District all one. If that (lay 
should ever come Newton may be as- 
sured that it will lose its identity and 
the excellent system of local govern- 
ment and become only “fat pickin’s” 
for the greedy Boston politicians. 

State Fire Marshal George C. Neal 
has announced a hearing for this 
afternoon on the protest against the 
granting by the Newton Board of 
Aldermen of a permit for a filling sta- 
tion to Cashman and Ginsberg at 
Newton Lower Falls. 

The daily sessions of the House 
and Senate are unusually brief these 
days and are devoted to the reference 
of bills to appropriate committees. 

Committee hearings were begun 
this week but not until next week 
will all the committees get into ac- 
tion. It will probably be another 
week before things are going full 
blast. 

It is expected that this will not be 
an extended session. The most im- 
portant matters are extension of pub- 
lic control of the Boston Elevated, 
proposed changes in the compulsory 
automobile liability insurance law and 
the East Boston Tunnel matter. Gov. 
Allen in his inaugural message 
stressed the importance of co-opera- 
tion between the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches and there is little 
doubt but lie will take the General 
Court into his confidence on such mat- 
ters as they bring to him to learn his 
desires.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

We have been asked to comment on 
the practice of boys loitering on Wash- 
ington street near Newton Corner and 
begging money of passersby for the 
alleged purpose of obtaining the price 
of admission to the “movies.’’ The 
police should take steps to discour- 
age these young mendicants. 


We have also been asked to call 
attention to the growing practice on 
tile part of some nutoists of driving 
through the depot street at Newton 
Corner from Centre nvenue to Centre 
street. The road by the depot is plain- 
ly marked as one-way from Centre 
street to Centre avenue. Certain att- 
toists of the type who place their own 
selfish convenience ahead of public 
snfetv have been disregarding the one- 
way rule on this street and a number 
of near-accidents have resulted. Supt. 
John Hammill of the Boston & Al- 
bany had expressed a willingness to 
co-operate with the City of Newton in 
enforcing the one-way rule on this 
street which is owned by the New 
York Central Railroad. The Traffic 
Committee of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen and the Newton Police De- 
partment should take advantage of 
Mr. Hammill's offer. When the New- 
ton police are given jurisdiction over 
the street autoists who ignore the 
one-way rule they can be brought into 
court and punished. 

Newton is to be congratulated on 
having as one of its Representatives 
in the Legislature a young man who 
lias so impressed ills colleagues there 
that they have elected him presiding 
officer of that body. Leverett Salton- 
stall has wealth, social standing and 
success. Frequently persons possess- 
ing any one of these desiderata be- 
come snobbish. The fact that Mr. 
Saltonstall 1ms remained democratic 
explains his popularity. 


The statement alleged to have been 
made by a member of the Boston City 
Council to the effect that Suffolk 
County jurors are especially chosen 
by members of the august legislative 
body of our neighboring city may 
serve to spread the mistaken idea 
held by some persons in Newton that 
jurors are picked in this city. It is 
true that the names of those drawn to 
serve as jurors are picked by mem- 
bers of tlie Newton Board of Alder- 
men but the member drawing a name 
from the box containing the thous- 
ands of tiny slips cut from the lists 
of voters 1ms no knowledge of whose 
name he is going to draw. He does 
not select any name hut draws at ran- 
dom. 

We have a hunch that President 
Colidge had the ambition to lie a cow- 
boy when he was a kid. “Cal” seems 
to take special delight in wearing the 
big sombrero presented to him by 
admirers when he summered out 
West. lie has worn this top-piece on 
two hunting trips down South where 
sombreros are never worn by the na- 
tives. Possibly Mr. Coolidge may lie 
seeking to emulate "Teddy” Roose- 
velt. 

Someone sent us a postcard from 
Bangor, Maine, bearing the photo of 
a tremendous potato and the query 
“Hungry?”. We are not especially 
fond of spuds. 

Recently Dr. George Bigelow, State 
Health Commissioner, and Dr. Fran- 
cis X. Mahoney, Health Commission- 
er of Boston requested the steam 
railroads and street railways enter- 
ing Boston to have some windows in 
cars kept open to better ventilate 
these public vehicles and thus help 
to prevent the spread of influenza 
and other respiratory diseases. Sub- 
sequently Dr. Bigelow issued a state- 
ment which read: 

“The officials of the transportation 
agencies have apparently fully co- 
operated with us, but from the num- 
ber of complaints received, it would 
suggest that some overzealous or 
non-co-operating employes are at- 
tempting to make the question of 
proper ventilation ridiculous by over- 
doing it. We have complaints of cars 
in which not only the roof ventila- 
tors were open but also front and 
back doors and some of the side win- 
dows. This of course is preposterous 
as we said that open roof ventila- 
tions and open rear window gives 
adequate exchange of air.” 

From our experience with electric 
cars used by the Boston Elevated 
Company there was no need of ask- 
ing for any windows to be opened 
when tiie outside temperature was 
below 50 degrees. In former years, 
before the present economizing re- 
gime managed the Elevated, the cars 
of this corporation had double win- 
dows placed on them at the begin- 
ning of each winter season. There 
was considerable and justifiable crit- 
icism against the extra windows as 
they could not be raised and on hot 
days the cars would become over- 
heated and poorly ventilated. 

In recent years the extra outside 
windows were not put on the cars 
when the cold season set in. Nei- 
ther have the ordinary windows in 
the cars been kept in proper condi- 
tion. We have ridden in the Ele- 
vated cars from Newton to Boston 
during tiie past few weeks when we 
had .to change seats becau e of the 
fact that tiie little springs which 
hold the windows In pluce were miss- 
ing and tiie windows rattling loosely 
allowed the outside air to sweep in 
with force. One car had a broken 
window pane for several days to our 
knowledge. Furthermore, the win- 
dows in the Boston Elevated cars 
are cleaned but rarely and become 
disgustingly dirty. More men should 
he employed in the Elevated car 
yards to keep the cars properly ser- 
viced and cleaned,. It would be an 
excellent ideu to 'have tho trustees 
of tiie Boston Elevated use the cars 
of lids corporation to commute to 
and from Boston instead of using tiie 
Hteam railroads or automobiles. By 
doing tills tho gentlemen who con- 
trol the affuirs of tho Boston Ele- 
vated would have proper opportuni- 
ties to observe existing conditions. 

If broken milk bottles continue to 
litter our streets perhaps u law will 
be enacted by tho Legislature com- 
pelling milk to bo delivered in non- 
breakable containers.

Prof. Earl Marlatt, of Boston Uni- 
versity, spoke oil "Protestant Saints," 
before the Mather Class at its regular 
weekly meeting last Sunday morning 
at the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. 

Prof. Marlatt lias recently brought 
out a hook, entitled "Protestant 
Slints." H4 Spoke, by special re* 
quest, on the subject covered by the 
book. 

First lie told how lie came to writo 
the book. When lie was a student nt 
the Boston University School of The- 
ology, lie took a very strong course in 
Church History, given by Prof. Cell, 
who taught history in terms of out- 
standing personalities from age to age, 
rather than by the merely chronologi- 
cal method. In tills sort of study, 
Prof. Marlatt came to have a profound 
reverence for the great characters of 
early times. 

With this background lie went to 
Italy and one day found himself in the 
American Church In Rome. He was 
surprised to notice an Italian Colonel, 
in the full uniform of the air service, 
taking pnrt in the Protestant service 
at that church. When he inquired of 
the Colonel how that happened, the 
officer replied that he wanted to bo 
himself in the authentic stream of 
Italian history, and he had found that 
the greatest figures In Italian history, 
such as Michelangelo, Dante, and Gari- 
baldi, were Protestants. 

A little further on In his travels, 
Prof. Marlatt ran into aonther experi- 
ence. There was an amusing episode 
over the propriety of the Americans 
drinking beer when they were thirsty 
and water was not obtainable. After 
considerable good-natured chaffing 
about the problem, it was finally set- 
tled in a satisfactory matter. All tills 
led to an acquaintance with an exceed- 
ingly agreeable Italian gentleman, who 
had been stationed for nine years at 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, and was then 
Professor of English in the Pope’s 
Seminary at the Vatican. Prof. Mar- 
latt found that he and the Italian Pro- 
fessor had a surprising number of 
things in common. In fact, there were 
only a very few points on which they 
disagreed, such as the miracle of the 
mass, the need of it for redemption, 
tho infallibility of the Pope, and 
Cyprian’s doctrine, "Extra ecclesiam 
nulla sains,” which signifies that there 
is no salvation outside of tho church. 
The more they talked, the more Prof. 
Marlatt came to feel that the names, 
Protestant and Catholic, w’ere mere la- 
bels, which did not accurately indicate 
what you might reasonably expect to 
find behind them. 

The hook, ‘‘Proestant Saints,” was 
the ultimate outcome. It is not an 
attack on Catholicism nor an apology 
for Protestantism. It is an attack 
on tho unchristian bigotry that claims 
that they are hopelessly Irreconcilable.

Wo need to revive apostolic Chris- 
tianity. We need the fine sincerity 
nnd strength of the apostolic church, 
or, at any rate, to model our present 
church after the ancient pattern. W< 
need the simple, friend — loving faith of 
Jesus 

Personality Is the great thing, not 
polity or doctrine. Institutions tend 
to become static, hut personality re- 
mains dynamic. The polity and doc- 
trine. about which we quarrel, are 
insignificant in comparison with the 
real goal of love and understanding 
between men which we should all 
strive to reach. Tills book of Prof. 
Marlatt’s is designed to show Prot- 
estants the splendid qualities of Saint 
Augustine, Saint Bernard, and Saint 
Francis of Assisi, and the reasons why 
they were worthy of canonization; and 
it is also intended to show Catholics 
that, they cannot anathematize the 
Protestants without seriously reflect- 
ing on their own saints, for those 
saints were glorious examples of Prot- 
estant principles. 

In discussing the three saints, Prof. 
Marlatt spoke first of the very won- 
derful works of Augustine, his "Con- 
fessions" and his "City of God.” Au- 
gustine had a pretty wild youth, but 
the high moment of his youthful ca- 
reer came to him, not in the midst of 
the crowd nor in the church. He was 
all alone in his garden, when he 
chanced to pick up the Bible and read 
a little hit. That casual incident and 
that passage in tho Bible marked the 
turning point in ills life. He found 
his way to God outside the church 
and before he came into it. 

Saint Bernard wrote a strong pro- 
test against the idea of the infallibility 
of the papacy. He said tho Pope was 
too autocratic nnd paid too much at- 
tention to affnirs of state and too lit- 
tle to affairs of the spirit. In parallel 
columns Prof. Marlatt has placed the 
ideas of Hildebrand nnd those of Ber- 
nard. Tho comparison is obvious. 
Bernard found ills way to God by soli- 
tude and contemplation. Ho cham- 
pioned democracy against aristocracy. 
He caught the spirit of Jesus and pre- 
saged tho work of Luther. He main- 
tained that the church should he a so- 
ciety of believers in Jesus. 

Saint Francis of Assisi found his 
way to God through the idea that, to 
bo of any value to yourself and to 
others, you should go and do things 
for others. The only writing of IiIh 
that we have Is a canticle to the sun, 
entitled, “Little Brother of tho Sun.” 
Saint Francis substituted service for 
ceremony. His idea of religion was 
that it should he cxperientnl nnd not 
sacramental. Tills was squarely op- 
posed to t ho idea that tho sacrament 
was the whole thing. Futhermoro, 
Saint Francis maintained that tho de- 
sired experience was not confined to 
any one institution. IIo saved the 
church from shipwreck by his practi- 
cal program. He believed in light, 
light everywhere, especially in the 
dark places. Man nuiy he but a speck 
of dust floating In tho light. In tho 
ages, tho dust is forgotten, hut the 
light Is remembered, so let us do nil 
w’o can to spread tljo light- Prof. Mur 
lutt desires upd hopes to dp that very

During the week ending December 
29th, there were 115 patients In the 
hospital. Of this number 42 paid as 
much or more than cost of care, 43 
paid less than cost of care and 30, in- 
cluding babies were treated free of 
charge. 18 babies were born. 6 girls 
and 12 boys. SO patients were treated 
in the out-patient department and 9 
calls made by the social service depart- 
ment. IS patients were transferred 
hy social service car. Nine accident 
cases were treated in the Operating 
Room. 

Of the nine accident cases treated 
during the week only one was the re- 
sult of an automobile accident; a boy 
with a laceration of the nose and 
under the left eye. Four of the 
emergency cases were men: one with 
a lacerated thumb caused hy a ham- 
mer; one with a fractured arm caused 
while cranking a Ford; one with a 
question of fractured ribs received 
when he fell from a staging, and one 
with a fractured toe caused by n 
stone falling on Ills foot. Two girls 
were treated: one for a dog bite on 
her arm, and one for a lacerated 
thumb caused when the thumb was 
caught in a door. One women was 
treated for a dislocated shoulder re- 
ceived when she fell down some steps, 
and one boy was treated for a lacer- 
ated chin caused when lie fell on the 
ice while skating.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending January 6, 
1929 there were 135 patients in the 
hospital. Of these 42 paid as much 
or more than cost of care; 49 paid less 
than cost of care and 44, including 
babies, were treated free of charge. 12 
babies were born, 3 boys and 9 girls. 
83 patients were treated in tlie out- 
patient department and 3 in the eye 
clinic. 8 uccident cases were cured 
for in the operating room. 8 calls in 
the homes were mude by the social 
workers and 13 patients were trans- 
ported by the social service car. 

On Monday, January 7, tlie School of 
Nursing Committee met at the Newton 
Hospital. 

On Wednesday evening, January 9, 
j the executive committee of the staff 
met for the regular monthly meeting 
at the home of the chairman. Dr. 
George L. West, Newton Centre. 

Dr. Frankk R. Stubbs of Newton, 
with Dr. A. C. Cummings, also of New- 
ton, as his associate, is caring for the 
medical service. 

Dr. Henry Watters of Newton Cen- 
tre is in charge of the Surgical service. 
He is assisted by Dr. H. G. Giddings, 
also of Newton Centre. 

Five babies were born on Christmas 
Day, all boys. Although the Newton 
Hospital did not have the honor of 
announcing the first baby horn on 
Christmas Day, it did have the first, 
and only, twins in or near Boston. We 
also had one New Year’s baby. Of tlie 
626 babies horn during the year 1928, 
312 were hoys and 314 were girls. 

Of the eight accident cases cared 
for during the week only one was the 
result of an automobile accident: a 
man with fractured ribs received when 
a Ford car in which he was riding 
turned over. Three boys were treated 
one for a laceration of the face caused 
when he fell against a door; one for 
a fractured arm received when he fell 
in a gymnasium; and one for 
laceration over his left eye received 
when he fell on a rock.

Elect New Directors To Office At 
Annual Meeting of Welfare Bureau 

Other Officers Elected and Resignation of Wm. T. Halliday 
Accepted; Geo. P. Buell Elected Treasurer 


The Annual Meeting of the Newton, 
Welfare Bureau was held at 12 Au- 
stin street, Newtonville, on Monday 
afternoon, January 14, at 4:15 p. m. 
Officers and directors elected at tilts 
meeting are as follows: 

President, Mr. Elliott B. Church; 
vico-pres., Mrs. Bertrand E. Taylor, 
Mr. Philip W. Carter.

The General Secretary. Miss Ruth 
Chapin, gave her report of the work 
done by the Bureau during the year 
1928. -She said that 404 Newton 
families were served by the Bureau 
during the year, and 122 of these had 
never come to the Bureau before. 

** 2256 calls were made by the workers. 
The chief problem of the year was 
that of unemployment, particularly 
during the early months of 1928 al- 
though It also extended through the 
summer months. 113 families out of 
the total 404 were helped by the 
Bureau because of the fact that the 
head of the house was unemployed. 
During the year, 100 positions were 
secured for women and 55 for men. 
The next largest problem was medi- 
cal, and 166 families received medi- 
cal assistance. 86 people were sent 
to camp, 70 of these being children 
and 16 adults. 31 of these children 
were tubercular contacts and under- 
nourished children Who were paid 
for by the Health Fund, which Is the 
money raised by the sale of Christ- 
mas Seals in the city of Newton. 
Over 1225 articles of clothing were 
given out during the year. 

At Thanksgiving time, $180 was 
donated to the Welfare Bureau to be 
spent for dinners, and through the 
office of the Bureau 160 dinners were 
planned for; in addition to the $180 
received groups and individuals gave 
complete dinners for many of our 
families. At Christmas time $491 
was donated and this was spent in 
the giving of dinners, coal, and in one 


instance paying the rent as a Christ- 
mas present. Miss Chapin said that 
it was very inspiring to see the gen- 
erosity of the public during the holi- 
day season. She expressed her ap- 
preciation for the work done by sev- 
eral volunteers who had assisted the 
Bureau during the year. 

After the Secretary’s report, Dr. 
Ransom A. Greene, Superintendent 
of the Walter E. Fernald School at 
Waverley, spoke on the Massachu- 
setts State Care of Backward Chil- 
dren. His talk was particularly in- 
teresting because the Welfare Bu> 
reau works with so many cases of 
feeble-minded people and backward 
children in the city of Newton. One 
of the special facts that Dr. Greene 
gave was that only 5% of the total 
feeble-minded population is taken 
care of in the State schools, leaving 
95% in the community. There are 
twice as many cases which need the 
care and training that such State 
schools give, but because of lack of 
funds and appropriations from the 
Legislature these additional schools 
cannot he built. There are at pres- 
ent 1425 caseH on the waiting list at 
the Walter E. Fernald School at 
Waverley alone, to say nothing of 
the waiting lists for other such insti- 
tutions in the State. Dr. Greene said 
that conservatively speaking, he esti- 
mated 2% of the total population was

A NEWTON MAN HONORED 


At the one hundred and thirty- 
fourth annual meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Charitable Mechanic Asso-

It is not the youth of today that is 
to be blamed for existing nodal con- 
ditions” was but one of the many sig- 
nificant statements made by Miss Mar- 
garet Slattery, noted lecturer and au- 
thor, in an address entitled ' Lights 
Along the Trail,” which she gave last 
Friday night at the Central Congre- 
gational Church In Newtonville. The 
meeting was under the joint auspices 
of the Newtonville Council of Relig- 
ious Education and the Newtonville 
Woman’s Club. The trouble Is not 
with youth, which takes its precedents 
of its day and time. Jazz is what they 
like because it is what they are ac- 
quainted with. It is only temporary 
and will die. 

Miss Slattery was introduced by 
Prof. J. Mace Andress, chairman of 
the Newtonville Council, who presided 
at the meeting. Mrs. Gorham W. Har- 
ris. president of the Woman's Club, 
read from the Scriptures, and Dr. Ar- 
thur M. Ellis, pastor of Central Church, 
gave prayer. Music by the Levi F. 
Warren Jr. High School orchestra was 
well received by the audience, which 
nearly filled the main auditorium of 
the church. 

Miss Slattery remarked that only 
the people without imagination want- 
ed to live in the days of the Pilgrim 
Fathers. She liked the present day, 
its trails, and was not afraid for it. 
but lights along the trails are needed. 
They must be glowing clear and kept 
trim. We do not need to change the 
trail. History has been a succession 
of different periods. There was the 
time of the discovery of this continent. 
There was the day of paganism, when 
there was much beauty but no lights 
except those that Socrates gave. Moses 
did not change the trail he was follow 
ing hut lighted the dark desert so that 
it was a better, a safer place to travel. 

We have been wasting time the last 
few years condemning the results of 
the war. The war did a great deal to 
make conditions what they are at pres- 
ent, but it is time to stop blaming the 
war. It changed our vocabulary and 
gave us much of unspeakable vulgari- 
ty. Many of our men and officers 
could not speak a word of English. 
If we tried to eliminate the swear 
words they could not express them- 
selves. Cheapness and sham have 
come from the war and they still lin- 
ger. but we have got a new day. We 
do not need to keep leftovers. Light 


the trail to show up the many pitfalls 
and dangers. 

The world is getting better, bigger 
than that our fathers lived in. We are 
thinking things our fathers did not 
dare to think. We do not hate aa once 
we did The community churches have 
done much to reduce the conflicts of 
interdenominationalism. In many coun- 
try places they were forced to combine 
or die out altogether and the result 
has been of great benefit to all. We 
are beginning to discover the meaning 
of “God is our Father'" and we are 
seeing a better light on the “Brother- 
hood of Man.” 

No day has ever been lighted to the 
youth of its particular day and many 
painful experiences result. No gene- 
ration likes to feel that it is not as 
good as the order generation. Elimi- 
nate everybody under 45 years of age 
and it would not be a happy world. 
The same is true if you should elimi- 
nate everybody over 25 years of age. 
It would be a world filled with the 
“teen age. - ’ There wouid no the any 
body to say. “You cannot do this” and 
that would take the zest away. It 
would be a dull world. It takes both 
age and youth together to make «t 
worthwhile world. But many of life’s 
problems are harder to solve because 
ge cannot understand youth and youth 
cannot talk with age. The cases we 
hear the most about are the exagger 
ated cases. It is dead wrong to spend 
our time condemning the youth of the 
period. 

The child is the' product: the par 
ents and family taught him all he is 
In one case a child was sent to a pre 
primary school. He was a child that 
learned quickly and when he remem- 
bered and repeated the white lies he 
had heard from the lips of his parents 
in their conversation or over the tele- 
phone the mother wanted to know 
what was the matter with the schools 
and churches that they could not give 
her child a better sense of honor. Of 
course they cannot. A clear record 
for attendance at Sunday School 
throughout the year means only a full 
day. What Is one day to offset all 
that the child gathers the rest of the 
time? The time to begin is in the 
cradle. Sacrifice for ten years and it 
will count — it will be worthwhile. 
Then, even if they leave the trail, they 
will come back. If a child is normal.

Going outdoors again the 300, 600 
and 1000 yard runs were staged.

Capt. Reynolds ran a beautifully 
judged race In the 600, winning over 
Dana Smith, the Brookline hope, by a 
few yards. Reynolds led from the 
start and at the halfway mark had 
a ten yard margin but Smith came 
fast In the final laps. Reynolds ran 
a heady race and had enough left to 
spurt each time that the Red and 
Blue runner attempted to pass him. 
Dick Gibbs, who was expected to land 
a place for Newton in the event, was 
at home ill and third place went to 
Hartgan of Brookline. 

The 1000-yard run was another pret- 
ty event although Newton runners 
swept the three point places. Fred 
Burton was the winner in 2 min. 34 
sec., followed closely by Arthur Cham- 
berlain. who in turn had a comfort- 
able lead over Vincent Signore, third.

It is my modest opinion that Chair- 
man Henry I. Harrlman of the Boston 
Elevated trustees has hit upon a plan 
that will prove Immensely popular and 
accomplish sound results. 1 refer to 
the opportunity to be Riven car-rlderH 
to suggest improvements In the sorv 
Ice. Mr. Harrlmnn says there will be 
“the freest and frankest discussion" 
of transportation conditions in order 
that there may be brought about a bet 
ter understanding all around. 

The fact that the Elevated trustees 
invite the public, through their repre- 
sentatives. to free their minds is evi- 
dence of a policy which has been urged 
for a number of years but not adopted 
There has never been a time in the 
past that appointments to the board of 
trustees by the various Governors hnv 
lot brought out this question. “Why 
don’t they nppoint some car-rider to 
the hoard?” Whatever section of the 
community an appointee might repre- 
sent It could not be said that he was a 
strap hanger, except possibly one man. 
He, however, was appointed as the 
representative of organized labor 
which does not seem to have been 
slighted at any time by the trustees 

It looks now as if Mr. Harriman had 
taken It upon himself to give the strap- 
hangers a show. Now no one will 
deny that any member of the board of 
trustees would obtain an entirely dif- 
ferent view of conditions if compelled 
•o ride on the cars during the so-called 
rush hours in the morning and at 
night. You may read figures, reports 
and interview officials but one’s most 
accurate knowledge is best obtained 
by an object lesson and that is precise 
’y what regular riding on the cars 
will bring about. 

Only the other night a fire in Union 
square, Allston, blocked the inbound 
cars. People waiting in the subway 
wondered why no Newton-bound cars 
appeared. In one of the stations a 
guard announced, "Big fire in Alls- 
ton. Newton-Brighton-Watertown line 
tied-up.” I was surprised to hear him 
as it has always been the policy of 
the road to conceal any information 
concerning operating troubles, acci- 
dents. etc. However, I was glad of 
the information for it gave me oppor- 
tunity to rush to South Station and 
take a train. But in the stations 
where no announcement was made 
the passengers waited and waited and 
waited. 

Still, it looks mighty bright ahead. 
Mr. Harriman is a man of vision and 
a man of broad sympathies. He knows 
that the poor passenger, after all. is 
the one who pays to keep the road 
going and is therefore entitled to con- 
sideration.

(The letter is dated 
Jan. 8). The paper Is mailed in Bos- 
ton. Thursday afternoon. Two letters 
addressed here were mailed in Somer- 
ville. Mass., Dec. 21. 1928 and received 
at my address in Newton, Jan. 7, 1929. 
We hope for improvement.” 

I don’t know what the people of 
Newton enn do unless they organize 
mass meetings of their own. That 
would not be such a bad idea. Of 
course, the fact that this is a Federal 
matter ties the hands of the State and 
local governing bodies. If the latter 
had anything to do with it we might 
count on some action. Access to Wash- 
ington seems now to be blocked with 
hurdles and obstacles as far as getting 
anybody to take up the protests of New- 
ton people. Possibly a new postmas- 
ter will assume charge of the Boston 
district. Then will come an opportuni- 
ty to ask for improvement with the 
hope that it may be brought about. 


The other day I found a good friend 
of mine in distress. In fact he came 
to me with a notion that I could in 
some way relieve him. He said he had 
been invited to make a speech at a 
community gathering and never hav- 
ing appeared in public as a speech- 
maker before he was almost overcome. 

“Why did I ever agree to speak?” 
he asked. 

I couldn’t answer that one, so he 
tried to, saying. “I guess they must 
have appealed to my vanity. They 
made me think that I was a great man 
and could entertain an audience.” 

"Well, can’t you?” I demanded. 

He clutched my arm. "Do you want 
to know the truth?” he hissed. 

"Sure,” said I. 

• “Well, I’m frightened to death.” he 
went on. “I don’t know how to begin, 
I don’t know what to talk about and 
worse than all I am supposed to talk 
for thirty minutes. Now. for heaven's 
sake, give me some ideas.” 

It was flattering to be told by in- 
sinuation that I possessed ideas. How- 
ever, that was not the reason for ef- 
fort to aid my distressed friend. I did 
not wish to see him suffer. I therefore 
brought forth all the suggestions I 
felt might help him and told him to go 
•to It. 

I happened to meet him the day af- 
ter he had made ids speech. 

“You’ll be glad to know my stufi 
went big,” he said, with unconcealed 
pride. 

Naturally. I congratulated him on 
his success. 


It is hardly to he expected that the 
proposed legislation submitted to our 
General Court to make the American 
goldfinch the State bird of Massachu- 
setts will have sufficient indorsement 
to bring about the passage of such a 
law. After all it is a sentimental mat- 
ter and not essentially vital. Still, as 
far as that goes the Legislature passes 
in the course of every session laws 
that will not stand the scrutiny of tills 
suggested measure. Like many acts 
and resolves it does not mean much, 
but might be worse. 

At the same time there is 
something in the bill which reminds 
us that there is such a bird as the 
American goldfinch and public atten- 
tion attracted to one bird or all birds 
js not entirely a waste of time. I do 
not scoff at t lie idea, although I must 
admit I fail to see any reason for it. 
To have a State bird Is surely no 
harm, but once you open the subject, 
bird-lovers, or some of them, are likely 
to take sides. In fact, there may be 
groups who think that instead of the 
American goldfinch it should be the 
grosbeak, or the cuckoo or the hawk 
or the heron. 

For all I know this may precipitate 
a rush of amendments to the gold- 
finch hill, if ever it should be reported 
by a committee. We might have lob- 
byists working in behalf of the king- 
fisher, a legislative counsel for the 
lark, a publicity expert for the magpie 
and a delegation of orators for the 
mocking bird. 

The goldfinch I find is a native of 
the old world and has long been a fa- 
vorite bird in Europe. Personally I 
do not like to see birds in cages so I 
hope the goldfinch retains his liberty 
whether lie receives the dignity of a 
State bird or not. It appears that the 
American goldfinch averages five inch- 
es long and is uIho called yellowbird 
and thistle bird. It is bright yellow, 
with black crown, wings and tail. 
North America provides its range and 
it 1 h well known for its characteristic 
song and undulating flights. I give this 
description for the benefit of those 
who lii ' 1 mi', self might ask, "Just 
what is the American goldfinch?” 

More and more popular is becoming 
the use of luminous buttons by 
various workers in the subway and 
other dark places.

The Mather Class 


Prof. Jesse B. Davis, Dean of the 
School of Education of Boston Uni- 
versity. addressed the Mather Class 
last Sunday morning at its regular 
weekly meeting at the Newton Cen- 
tre Woman’s Club House. 

His topic was the problem of edu- 
cating people for a life of sorvico with 
particular reference to the selection 
of an occupation best suited to one’H 
own individuality. 

We should nil respond to the cnll 
to service by having a life work in 
which we can do the best of which we 
are capable toward realizing the ideal 
of the finest possible service to our 
fellow beings. If we do this, what- 
ever our work may lie. it is just as 
much a calling of God if It Is digging 
ditches or preaching the Gospel or 
anything In between. 

The world Is more concerned with 
young people choosing a life work 
than It ever has been before, because 
civilization hns spread out so far that 
there really is a genuinely large range 
of choice. 

Years ago everybody, or nearly ev- 
ery body, who went to High School, 
did so in order to prepare for college. 
If you asked a hoy why he was going 
to college, he would say "just be- 
cause,” or his parent’s desired It, or 
It was the thing to do. If a hoy did 
not go to college, he went to work. 
There was nothing else for him to do, 
and he took the first job that came 
along. From that he drifted hither 
and yon. It was just as senseless as 
to start a voyage by hoisting sail, for- 
getting the rudder, and letting her go. 
There were no plans, no chart, no 
particular preparation. The boy mere- 
ly knew that he was on his way, but 
he did not know where he was going. 
He drifted through school, then into 
ills first job, and from that Into ninny 
others. Statistics show that the aver- 
age High School hoy hns six jobs 
during Ids first two years out of 
school. He keeps on drifting till he 
gets married and acquires responsi- 
bilities and can’t drift any more. Then 
lie may stick to it. If he lias courage 
and perseverance, lie may buckle down 
and make something of himself. 

The IT. S. Census shows how the op- 
portunities for occupational life have 
grown. There are now over 10,000 
classifications of occupations in the 
United States, if the ordinary man 
tried to name them off-hand, lie would 
probably get stuck around the 100 
mark. Practically all are open to 
women. There are no women steeple- 
jacks and none in the army and navy. 
The schools have also broadened out 
their offerings. Where formerly they 
taught only 15 or 20 subjects, now 
they have over 75, counting English 
as one subject, although it runs 
through the whole four years of High 
School. 

In order to help the child decide 
What to take, the 7th. 8th, and 9th 
grades have been reorganized and the 
Junior High School formed to explore 
the ability, interest, and aptitude of 
the pupil, test him out, ’and guide him 
more wisely toward what he can best 
do, so that lie can have some sort of 
a better chance for success in life. 
The object of it all is to prepare the 
pupil for the time when he faces that 
first job, so that, instead of taking any- 
thing that comes along, he will choose 
the field in which lie has the best 
chance of success. 

The old Greek philosopher said, 
“Know Thyself.” The hoy should con- 
sider his own possibilites, his experi- 
ence up to tlie present, and his future 
ns something to be built on that foun- 
dation. 

Prof. Davis then told about his own 
experience in college. His father was 
a minister, but had never pushed the 
idea of the ministry as the life work 
for his son. Rather he let him find 
himeslf. Boys then as now chose 
courses for credit, or because they 
looked easy, or because they liked the 
Professor. The man who taught ped- 
agogy was very popular. He was Dr. 
Thurber. Prof. Davis did not know 
what pedagogy was and did not care. 
He liked Dr. Thurber and took the 
course. He thought it was to he a 
snap but was fooled. He never 
worked harder. During the course Dr. 
Thurber asked young Davis and sev- 
eral others to take the classes, for 
two weeks, of a High School teacher 
who was sick. Dr. Thurber watched 
the young substitute and later went 
walking with him and talked with 
him about his experiences. Prof. Davis 
had taught Sunday School but not day 
school. He was a leader among young 
people. He had managed his High 
School orchestra. He had always been 
leading or promoting some organiza- 
tion and teaching. Dr. Thurber asked 
wliat he was going to build on that 
foundation. That set the hoy to think- 
ing. Later Dr. Thurber asked him if 
he had drawn the plans for the build- 
ing on that foundation. The hoy had 
thought about everything hut teach- 
ing, because to him a teacher meant 
either a College Professor or a school- 
marm, and he did not think lie was 
either. Dr. Thurber outlined some 
of the main features of law, medicine, 
ministry, and public school education. 
He sort of drew mental pictures of 
wbat could reasonably be 1 * » 1 i 1 1 on the 
young man’s foundation. Prof. Davis

came to a decision and then hunted 
up Dr. Thurber and told him lie had 
decided on public school administra- 
tion and teaching. Dr. Thurber asked 
him if he had decided that for him- 
self or had it thrust upon him. Prof. 
Davis assured him that he had decided 
for himself that that was the one 
tiling he must do. Then Dr. Thurber 
offered him a job as his assistant. 
That was not vocational guidance as 
it is sometimes defined Dr. Thurber 
helped the boy to see himself. He 
opened ills eyes to see possibilities of 
service and to answer the question. 
“How can I Rest Fit in to the call of 
the world?" The boy must think the 
thing through and come to a decision. 
Thu Professor was then ready to help 
and push him along. 

Business houses today have their 
personnel departments, which seek out 
an employee’s aptitudes and abilities 
and place him in a line of work where 
he lias the best chance to succeed. 
Ford’s Welfare Department takes the 
misfits and moves them around till 
they find the plaee where they best 
fit in. When a man is honest and 
wants to work, he is placed where he 
can work to advantage. 

The schools are trying to make the 
same sort of adjustments. Children 
are not born equal with the same type 
of ability. The? old idea was that a 
boy who did not study Greek was fee- 
ble minded. There are hook-minded 
pupils who work with books and mo* 
tor-minded pupils who are skillful 
with their hands. There are many 
roads to success. Too many people 
count success by the dollar sign. The 
real criterion is that one should enjoy 
doing his work and should measure 
success in terms of achievement and 
of the element of service in making 
life better for some one else. 

Prof. Davis expressed great faith in 
the rising generation because of its 
seriousness in thinking about making 
the best use of life. 

He also emphasized the value of an 
avocation. You may be fixed in your 
job, but your absorbing chance to be 
of service may come in something 
else. A printer runs Marathon races 
as a hobby, hut his great service is 
teaching a Sunday School class. So 
much for the avocation. 

Intelligence tests are regularly used 
throughout the grade schools to de- 
termine what the pupils are not fitted 
for so as to prevent failure. On the 
scale of measurement, 160 points are 
the maximum. 140-lfiu means genius. 
110-140 indicates success in college or 
professional work. 90-110 is the big 


average group, including High School 
graduates, business, industry, engi- 
neering, architecture, but not academ- 
ic success. S0-90 is the border line 
group. They work with their hands. 
They are skilled labor. Below 80 
comes the unskilled labor. *

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Not for five years has there been 
such a prist of new legislation of 
fered for the consideration of the Gen- 
eral Court. There were 1285 bills filed 
when the time expired last Saturday 
afternoon for presenting bills, peti 
tlons and resolves. It is hard to ex- 
plain the unusual number unless it is 
because amendments of the automo- 
bile liability insurance law have ap- 
peared on every hand and numerous 
people have come forward with differ- 
ent remedies. 

Committee hearings have been be- 
gun in earnest, showing that the plan 
of prompt action favored by the pre- 
siding officers is receiving the co-op- 
eration of the Senate and House mem- 
bers. 

The Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs gave a hearing Monday on the 
special report of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission on the proposed 
parkway through Hammond woods 
from the present end of the West Rox- 
burv parkway to Beacon street at Ho- 
bart road. There were five routes 
proposed three of which would use 
Hammond street in part. The town of 
Brookline is opposed to four of the 
plans hut favors that which skirts 
Hammond’s pond. This the commission 
recommends. A number of Newton 
men attended, including Henry I. Har- 
riman of the Metropolitan Planning 
Division, Herbert J. Kellaway. who 
laid out a similar route in 1908. City 
Engineer W. P. Morse and City Solici- 
tor Joseph W. Bartlett of Newton. 

A bill reported by the Committee 
on Municipal Finance has more than 
ordinary interest to Newton. It per- 
mits a municipality to appropriate 
money for the observance of the hun- 
dredth anniversary of that particular 
place. This would give Newton au- 
thority to appropriate money for the 
coming tercentenary next year. 

A bill urged by Secretary of State 
Frederic W. Cook would provide a 
new method for filling vacancies on 
party tickets after the primaries. At 
present such vacancies are filled by 
the ward and town committee of the 
district but there is nothing in the law 
to provide who of the various commit- 
tee chairmen shall call the meeting 
or* who shall preside. Mr. Cook’s 
bill would have the meeting called, 
the time and place designated and the 
organization presided over by the 
State chairman of the party until such 
time as a chairman of the meeting is 
chosen. 

It is doubtful if Newton has ever 
been confronted with the problem of 
a line of voters waiting to cast their 
ballots when the polls have closed. 
Newton voters do their balloting early 
as a rule. Still, a Quincy Senator 
wants the Legislature to pass a bill 
which would allow all those waiting in 
line a right to vote after the closing 
hour. He would have a precinct of- 
ficer step forward, no matter how long 
the line, and announce that all would 
have an opportunity of casting their 
ballots. The Committee on Election 
Laws has recommended reference to 
the next annual session. 

The first bill to be passed to be 
. engrossed was so acted upon in the 
House last Tuesday. It provides for 
the validation of the registration of 
those voters whose names were added 
to the voting lists in certain cities and 
towns last September after lh o’clock 
p. m. when the time for registration 
expired. It will be remembered that 
in certain places the registrars of vo- 
ters failed to stop at the closing hour 
but continued until they had regis- 
tered all who were waiting in line. 
This led to a muddle but the passage 
of the validation measure by this 
year’s Legislature straightens out the 
whole matter.

wholesome, physically fit. he can he 
trusted to do the right thing. 

At the movies what do they see? 
What do they think? Impressions 
made upon the mind through the eye 
*ate are the deepest. The mother 
should know the trend of her child’s 
thoughts. 

Sonic time ago at a conference of 
youths the speaker asked them to list 
their outstanding problems in the or- 
der of importance to them. First on 
the list came "What can we do to gain 
courage to keep to our standards'* — 
how can we he good sports but not go 
against our standards? Second : Is 
there a true God?— where can we find 
him? Third: — Cnn we make older peo- 
ple believe that we are not what they 
think we are? Fourth: -Boy and girl 
relationships. Fifth: Social prob- 
lems. and so on through the list of 
peace and war and the like. 

One youth wanted to know why it 
was that when college girls and fel- 
lows got into difficulties the papers 
screamed headlines, while hardly any 
mention was made when middle-aged 
men and women are found In improp- 
er circumstances. Many felt that 
standards were not necessary. *They 
were not made by youth and that only 
material things needed to he standard- 
ized. But a seventeen-year-old youth 
told them that they had to have stand- 
ards. There were standards even in 
the jungle where civilization has hard- 
ly reached. They rebelled when it was 
suggested they take the Ten Command- 
ments for standards. It was found 
that they could not even say them. 
Sonic said they could not honor their 
father and mother. Why? Because 
their parents did not speak to each 
other at the breakfast table, hated 
each other, or were making life dis- 
agreeable all the time. These are 
moral fallings that the "teen age” 
must look at. It is not youth that is 
making the present day what it is. 
The trouble is not with youth. Youth 
takes the precedents of its day and 
time. We can change it overnight if 
we will. We have got to in order to 
prevent the terrible abuse of young 
humanity. We must change the social 
order. Youth likes jazz because that 
is what they are acquainted with. But 
it is only temporary. It will die. 

Youth is hungry for truth and seek- 
ing it with all its heart. But what is 
the end, what does life mean? is the 
question it asks. Youth is willing to 
sacrifice— to pay — is unafraid. If 
youth makes anything »»f itself it can 
be torn down by lack of character. 

The supreme task is to make the 
world ready for the generation of the 
day after tomorrow. Alcohol, igno- 
rance and sin must go if they are to be 
clean in body and spirit. The trail?

WANTS BUS ROUTE CHANGED 

To t lie Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

During the erection of the Stuart 
building in Newton Centre Square, 
temporarily the Newton Centre-New- 
tonville bus has given up making the 
turn in the square. The bus now in 
coming from Newtonville leaves Cen- 
tro street and goes into Willow street, 
thence reaching the stand on the 
south side of the Mason school via 
Willow, Sumner street, across Lang- 
ley road and along Beacon street. 

This route has much against it — 
the fire engine house passed on Wil- 
low street, the bottle neck (made ex- 
tremely hazardous at Sumner and 
Beacon streets by the Central post of- 
fice and stores, with hardly any let 
up on congestion and parking during 
the busy hours), and the swing into 
Beacon street having a generous till 
of parked autos, with a waiting pe- . 
riocl for the bus at another heavy 
traffic point at shout Centre — are 
some objectionable features. A peti- 
tion late last year was presented by 
tile Middlesex Boston Street Rail- 
way Co. to the Board of Aldermen 
asking that the above-mentioned tem- 
porary bus route he made a perman- 
ent one. 

A property owner living near the 
east shore of Crystal Lake believes a 
better solution of t lie bus turning dif- 
ficulty is, and has been, at hand from 
file day the bus was put into opera- 
tion some two years ago. The party, 
who is unduly modest and does not 
wish to “break into print." declares 
that ills plan finding favor, the bus 
service will be improved and better 
serve more peoplo. Furthermore it 
will restore that part of the accom- 
modation subtracted from the public 
when the bus superseded the electric 
car. The solution advanced is as 
follows: — 

Forget about the Willow street de- 
flection and continue to run the bus 
along Centre street to Cypress street, 
make the easy left turn into Cypress 
street, going into Paul street, right 
turn, and continuing west a few hun- 
dred feet when by a right swing the 
bus wheels into Centre street, all 
set for tlie return trip to Newtonville. 

As the bus usually has a waiting 
period in Newton Centre Square of 
about seven minutes the extra few 
hundred feet needed to make the trip 
suggested are available, and any time 
not consumed could be spent ‘loafing’ 
opposite Trowbridge street (where 
the eleetiic car formerly waited), and 
not in the square as now. This pro- 
posed route might be reversed if 
thought better — It is workable either 
way and presents no difficulties of 
operation. 

Let tlie bus be re-routed as herein 
outlined and tlie way for extra ac- 
commodation and convenience is 
opened to numbers of residents in tlie 
Parker, Cypress and Paul streets dis- 
trict; Oxford road, tlie proposed Jun- 
ior High School beyond the Centre 
street bridge and that new and grow- 
ing development 'clustering around 
Locksley park would benefit also. 

Surely tlie street railway officials 
will give a thought t<> the field for 
more revenue which Is spread before 
them.

It was with much regret that the 
resignations of Mrs. George W. Aury- 
ansen. Clerk, and Mr. William T. 
Halliday, Treasurer, were accepted. 
They have given most valuable serv- 
ice as officers of the Welfare Bureau 
for several years. A vote of thanks 
was expressed to Mr. Bruce R. Ware, 
who again contributed his services 
as Auditor. Reports of the various 
Committees — Health, Executive, Con- 
ference, and Ways and Means — were 
given by the Committee Chairmen.

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Aldermen Elect Benj. J. Bowen To Fill 
Vacant Seat— Much Routine Business 

Hold Public Hearing on Gasoline Station at Newtonville, Draw 
Jurors, Repprt on Petitions, Etc. 


The second regular meeting of the 
1029 Board of Aldermen was held 
Monday night. Alderman Ball was 
absent. 

The first matter on the docket to 
tome before the Board was the hear- 
ing on the petition of Lillian P. 
Quinlan for a permit to establish a 
gasoline selling station at 238-244 
Walnut street, Newtonville. Although 
the petition Is in the name of Mrs. 
Quinlan, the real seeker of the permit 
Is Isaac TuTgeon who for years con- 
ducted a garage on Washington 
street hut who recently purchased 
the Central Garage located at the rear 
of Walnut street. The Central Gar- 
age, because of Its concealed loca- 
tion has been a "white elephant" 
since It was erected a few years ago 
and Mr. Turgeon desires the filling 
station to serve as an approach to 
the garage and by tearing down an 
old building located on the proposed 
filling station site to make a big 
garage building visible from Walnut 
street. 

A similar petition was presented to 
lust year's Board in the name of Mrs. 
Quinlan. It met with vigorous op- 
position from Peter Turchon, owner 
of the Colonna Apartments which 
are located next to the site of the 
proposed filling station. At the hear- 
ing held before the 1928 Board of Al- 
dermen on tills matter, protests were 
made by Mr. Turchon and a number 
of his tenants. lie asserted that the 
station, if established, will greatly 
lessen the value of this property. 
Some of his tenants asserted that 
they would move if a gasoline station 
weTe placed next to their apartments. 
At the hearing last year Albert M. 
Lyon, as a member of the Central 
Congregational Church also protested 
against the permit being granted. He 
contended that a station should not 


be allowed ho near the church. Other 
persons also objected. 

A number of Newtonville residents 
were present Monday evening and it 
looked as though more objections 
would be raised against the proposed 
gasoline station, but nfter Attorney 
William V. Hayden, who appeared for 
Mr. Turgeon, the petitioner, had 
concluded his argument, no person 
arose to voice objections to the per- 
mit being granted. Mr. Hayden re- 
peated the arguments he presented 
to last year’s Board. He stressed 
the fact that the filling station will 
cause the removal of the present un- 
sightly old building now located 
the site, and that the main driveway 
to the Central Garage will be on the 
far side of the lot from the Colonna 
Apartments, thus removing the ob- 
jectionable feature of the driveway 
to the garage now located close to the 
apartment building. He asserted that 
tbe lights in front of the filling sta- 
tion will be so installed as to cast no 
glare on the Colonna, that Mr. Tur- 
geon’s record !«• proof that the garage 
and station will be conducted on 
high scale and that no traffic hazards 
will be created. He told the Aider- 
men that some of the tenants in the 
Colonna Apartments who signed the 
petition against the grunting of 
permit for the gasoline station last 
year had changed their minds and 
now favor the granting of a permit. 
He also presented a petition signed 
by 200 residents of Newtonville who 
favor the granting of the permit. 

Attorney James P. Gallagher, ap- 
pearing for Horace W. Orr, owner 
of property located directly across 
Walnut street from the site of the 
proposed station stated that Mr. Orr 
has no objections to the granting of 
the permit.

Gentlemen: 

I note tbe article by Mr. Bentley in 
your issue of January 18, 1929, in con- 
nection with postal service In Newton 
and for your information have the 
following to say: 

The Post Office Department at 
Washington instructed this office to 
make the experiment of carrier dis- 
tribution centralized at the new New- 
ton Center Branch Post Office with 
the sole Idea of improving the serv- 
ice to the patrons of the Newtons and 
not with the Idea of saving money, 
which has been the opinion in some 
minds. The change which has now 
been in effect for several months has 
cost the Government a tidy little sum 
In additional expense and In some 
respects has improved the service to 
say the least, according to the best 
opinion we can secure. 

However, as the Postmaster of 
Boston, I believe that the Post Office 
Department should allow us to discon- 
tinue the system and go hack to the 
:old scheme of each office in Newton 
completely handling its own mail. I 
have ho advised the Honorable John 
H. Bartlett, First Assistant Post- 
master General. I think that before 
he gives me his decision he will prob- 
ably have the entire Newton sections 
of the Boston Postal District inspected 
in order to see that I am entirely 
correct as Postmaster in my recom- 
mendation.

ELEVATED REPORT 
INTERESTS NEWTON 

The Boston papers this week gave 
detailed plans of the huge improve- 
ments and additions proposed for the 
Boston Elevated system at a cost esti- 
mated variously at $50,000,000 and 
$55,000,000. This huge sum is to be 
raised by taxing the communities in 
Greater Boston supposed to be bene- 
fitted by the projected rapid transit 
extensions. It is also quite probable, 
although the report of the special com- 
mission. would indicate otherwise, that 
eventually fare increase may result to 
help finance the tremendous cost of 
the project. 

The plans, as published, seem to 
show that the Newtons will benefit to 
no great extent by the improvements. 
The proposed rapid transit extension 
directly affecting this city is Route 
of the plans. This extension will con- 
tinue the present Boylston street sub- 
way from Kenmore Square to Com- 
monwealth avenue, beyond Harvard 
avenue at Allston. Such an exten- 
sion should take several minutes off 
the running time of the Lake street 
cars. It will be of less benefit in 
reducing the running time of the cars 
from Newton Corner because these 
cars would have to be routed from 
Brighton avenue along Harvard ave- 
nue at Allston, or by some other street 
to reach the planned extension and 
this would add several minutes to the 
time from Newton Corner until the 
new subway would be reached. Per- 
sons taking cars at Newton Corner 
as a usual thing now obtain seats. 
Under the proposed change passengers 
from Newton would be dumped at the 
subway terminal in Allston where they 
would perhaps experience the same 
rush for seats during rush hours now 
enjoyed at Park street.

Newton Businessmen 
Hear Telephone Talk 

Newton North Exchange Traffic 
Man at Meeting 

The Newton Business Associates 
held their first meeting of the year 
last week Thursday evening at the 
Hunnewell Club. The new president, 
Thomas Burns presided and Introduced 
as speakers, Albert J. Walsh, traffic 
manager of the Newton North ex- 
change and Benjamin White of the 
commercial staff of the telephone com- 
pany. Following the Interesting and 
instructive talks by the two repre- 
sentatives the business men asked 
many questions regarding telephone 
service and operation. At the close 
of the evening It was the popular 
opinion that both businessmen and 
telephone company understood each 
other far better than before. 

Mr. Walsh said that telephone serv- 
ice is a very definite proposition and 
not an intangible thing as many be- 
lieve. The company has the Inter- 
ests of every businessijian in the com- 
munity at heart as the more service 
It can render the bigger it will be- 
come. In the future, although prob- 
ably some time away, more offices will 
be installed In the Newtons as needed. 

The telephone company Is divided 
Into three divisions, the plant, com- 
mercial and traffic departments each 
of which is a separate organization 
blit all of which depend upon each 
other for co-ordination and all of 
which depend greatly upon the public 
for co-operation. The plant depart- 
ment constructs, installs and main- 
tains telephone equipment. The com- 
mercial department, through which 
public contact is largely made, handles 
the accounts, bills, and receipts. The 
traffic department is the operating end 
of the company which takes the calls 
from subscribers and connects him 
with the party he Is calling.

Newton Man For 

Supreme Court Seat 

Council to Act on Nomination Of 
Fred T. Field 


Fred Tarbell Field of 36 Fairmont 
avenue, Newton, has been nominated 
by Governor Frank G. Allen to fill the 
vacancy on the bench of the Supreme 
Judicial Court caused by the recent 
death of Justice Henry K. Braley. 
The nomination is subject to confirm- 
ation by the governor's council and is 
the first to bf* made by the new chief 
executive of the state since his induc- 
tion. 

Mr. Field, who was born in Spring- 
field. Vermont, came to Newton some 
months ago. He attended Vermont 
Academy and in 1900 graduated from 
Brown University with the degree of 
A.B. Three years later he completed 
the course at Harvard Law School 
with the degree of LL.B. He was ad- 
mitted to the Massachusetts Bar in 
that year and in 1907 was admitted 
to practice before the Unitrij 
Supreme Court. From 1905 to 1912 
he served as an assistant attorney 
general of Massachusetts under three 
Attorney Generals — Herbert Parker. 
Dana Malone and James Swift. While 
in this office he specialized in matters 
pertaining to taxation, to public char- 
itable trusts, municipal law, and Apel- 
late Court work. While holding his 
position as assistant attorney general 
he argued an extraordinary large num- 
ber of cases before the Supreme Court 
and since that time has appeared at 
the bar of that court on numerous oc- 
casions. 

In 1919 Mr. Field served as a mem- 
ber of the U. S. Advisory Tax Board. 
From 1913 to 1917 lectured in the Bos- 
ton University Law School and from 
1921 to 1923 lectured in the Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Admin- 
istration. During the period from 1920 
to 1926 he was a trustee of Brown Uni-

Will Irwin Gives Newton Audience 
Some Impressions Of South America 

Noted Author Recently Returned From Interesting Trip With 
President-Elect Hoover 


Will Irwin American war corres- 
pondent, author, "World’s best report- 
er" and editor, gave an interesting ac- 
count of the recent trip of President- 
elect Herbert Hoover to South Amer- 
ica at the Eliot church Tuesday night 
before an audience numbering about 
a thousand. The lecture was the 
fourth in the series of such affairs 
sponsored by the Eliot Men’s club and 
it was the first public appearance 
made hy Mr. Irwin, who was one of 
the press correspondents on the trip 
besides being one of Mr. Hoover’s 
most personal friends, since his return 
a few weeks ago. 

While the trip wa3 somewhat lack- 
ing In spot news nevertheless results 
in two accomplishments made the trip 
worthwhile. Honduras, the most tur- 
bulent of Central American Republics, 
last fall elected a president without 
bloodshed for the first time in 30 
years. The president, president-elect, 
their Cabinets and followers turned 
out to greet Mr Hoover, everyone of 
them armed. Mr Hoover's presence. 
Influence and counsel affected them 
so that following a luncheon in Mr. 
Hoover’s honor the rival factions 
shook hands, agreed on a peaceful ad- 
ministration, the President-elect 
named two of his adversaries to his 
Cabinet as an indication of good-will 
and on January 1st the new govern- 
ment was inaugurated without a shot 
being fired. A new era in Honduras 
political history has begun. 

Mr. Hoover’s visit gave commercial 
aviation much impetus. By a per- 


fectly feasible air mail route a letter 
from Boston would reach Buenoe 
Aires. Agentlne. quicker than one go- 
fng by regular mail from here to San 
Francisco— It can be done in 74 hours 
by the establishment of a few connect- 
ing links. This should be done as we 
must anticipate the French who are 
planning a route from France to 
Buenos Aires in six days. 

The news and movleg sent down 
there from the United States are 
painting the wrong picture of this 
country to the South American peo- 
ple. Most of the news services sent 
from European countries is under gov- 
ernment control and consequently 
nothing unfavorable Is published in 
South American papers. The United 
States -news services are not so con- 
trolled and consequently the editors 
use most of the scandal and nothing 
else. The movies which a few years 
ago turned sexy now are turning to 
crime and underworld scenes are the 
ones sent to South America. Of 
course many South Americans know 
the truth and understand the false pic- 
ture given by the films. But th^ mass- 
es do not know* and consequently can- 
not be blamed for their impressions. 

The Monroe Doctrine is a sore spot 
between the two continents. The doc- 
trine itself is not resented but the tn- 
trepretations placed upon It lead 
South America to believe that this 
big powerful country is keeping watch 
on them.

BROOKLINE 71 1-2 

Newton high won from Brooklino 
last Saturdny on the Newton track 
by the narrow margin of 39 to 38 to 
make Its flnnl score In the annual 
home and home meets between the 
two schools 83 % to 71 % for the 
Wealthy Town outfit. The previous 
week Newton lmd topped the Red and 
Blue 43% to 33% on the Brookline 
track and Its lead was never reduced 
by tho visitors at Newton. There was 
some difference of opinion regarding 
the score of the events at Brookline 
which came about In the 300-yard 
run when Capt. Badaracco of Brook- 
line and John Mullen of Newton tied 
for first place. The referee awarded 
third place to Robert Ewing of New- 
ton on the hnsis of time but several 
reports gave the place to Racheotes 
of Brookline. Tills made a difference 
of one point which will be on the of- 
ficial records as Newton 43%, Brook- 
line 33% and not 42% to34% as pre- 
viously reported. 

This gave Newton a ten point lead 
which Brookline never cut down, In 
fact the orange and black Increased 
the advantage considerably only to 
have tlie Red and Blue cut it down 
again by sweeping the high jump 
and winning the relay race last Sat- 
urday, the final events. 

The finals of the hurdles saw Dick 
Reynolds, Newton captaiji, with his 
•teammate, Irving Fino opposing Ed- 
ward Lebowitch of Brookline. Ed- 
ward Duane, tlie vistors best hurdler 
was shut out in his heat when lie 
tripped on a hurdle and fell. Rey- 
nolds had things Ills own way win- 
ning the finals with Lebowitch nos- 
ing out Fine for second place. The 
point division was the same as the 
previous week when Duane took sec- 
ond to Reynolds. 

The Newton sprinters repeated 
their feat of the week before in shut- 
ting Captain Badaracco out of first 
and second in the dash. The final 
of the event produced a surprise 
however when Carl Pescosolido, sec- 
ond place winner at Brookline, led 
Robert Ewing, last week’s winner, 
to the tape. Ewing had a few inches 
on Badaracco. 

Harry Fink of Brookline kept Ids 
team in the running by repeating his 
shot put victory of the week before. 
He broke the Newton gym record of 

45 feet 10 inches made by Ralph 
Walker in 1916 by tossing the pellet 

46 feet 1 inch. Pescosolido again 
took second and Ham of Newton 
third. 

Irving Finn, Newton’s host broad- 
jumper, repeated in his favorite event 
although Peter Racheotos of Brook- 
line gave him a scare with a jump 
just one-quarter inch shy. Finn’s 
best effort was 9 feet 7% inches. 
LaCasio of Brookline was third a 
half inch behind his second place 
teammate. 

Captain Badaracco and Racheotes 
of Brookline opposed Quigley, a New- 
ton sophomore in the first heat of 
the 300-yard run which was run 
against time. The Brookline leader 
won as he pleased in 36 2/5 seconds. 
In tlie second heat Robert Ewing and 
John Mullen of Newton ran against 
Morgan O’Neil. Ewing took the 
lead and clung there while O’Neil and 
Mullen battled for second place. 
Mullen gave O’Neil tlie breaks on 
tlie corner for fear of fouling him and 
could not pass the Brookline runner 
on the straightaways. Ewing’s time 
equalled that of Badaracco and the 
pair split the eight points as the 
Brookline captain and Mullen did 
last week. Racheotes of Brookline 
had third best time for tlie other 
point. This was the first point in the 
meet that differed from that of the 
week previous. 

Dana Smith, Brookline’s star 600- 
yarder, who tasted defeat the week 
before by Dick Reynolds, was the 
next to change the previous order of 
events. Reynolds got the jump at 
tlie gun to take the lead at the first 
hunk with Smith at his heels and 
Dick Gibbs of Newton and Hartigan 
of Brookline following. Tho rest *of 
tho field soon strung out. Reynolds 
kept in front until two laps from the 
finish when Smith made a gallant 
bid to pass him. On the straight- 
away he drew up on even terms hut 
Reynolds met his spurt stride for 
stride. The entire lap the two ran 
shoulder to shoulder with Smith being 
forced up high on the banks to stay up 
alongside. It looked for a time as 
though running high would take it out 
of Smith but the Brookline boy 
swung into the lead on the gun lap 
and Reynolds tried gallantly to wrest 
the lead from him. Smith won by 
about two strides. Meanwhile Gibbs 
and Ilurtigun were having another 
stirring battle with Hartigan taking 
tho lead two laps from the finish. 

All that Newton then needed was 
to sweep tlie 1000-yard run again as 
at Brookline and the meet was 
clinched ns well as tlie total for tlie 
two meets. This they did with Bur- 
ton, Chamberlain, and Hall finishing 
in that order. Signore, third place 
winner the week before was in fourth 
place at the finish.. Barrie of Brook- 
line took the lend at tho first but 
soon flio Newton runners passed him 
one after tho other with Hall show- 
ing the way.

BUSINESSMEN HEAR TELEPHONE 
TALK 


(Continued from Page 1) 


The speaker called attention to a 
few of the details of telephone con- 
versation that make for better service. 
Talking directly into the transmitter 
gives less chance for the operator 
to obtain the wrong number. Quick 
response to the ring of the telephone 
bell is an aid to better service. While 
the Individual subscriber is having 
cause fo# an occasional complaint the 
telephone company is dealing in thou- 
sands. An idea of this is portrayed 
in the fact that there are about 1.200,- 
000 phones in New England out of 
which the operator must pick the one 
number called. 

At the Newton North exchange the 
ordinary staff consists of 125 girls in- 
cluding a chief operator, assistants, 
clerical help, supervisors and opera- 
tors. The latter are divided into three 
classes with each working at a differ- 
ent type of board. The A board op- 
erators take nothing but calls coming 
in from Newton North. The B board 
operators take calls coming in from 
outside exchanges while the third 
class takes the calls for Information 
and number changes. Each A board 
has seventeen connections and at New- 
ton North there are 40 A board opera- 
tors. Naturally there is a physical 
limitation to the board, for example, 
the A board complete calls up to Num- 
ber 4199 while those above that num- 
ber must be passed on to auotlier op- 
erator for completion. 

The telephone company lias no set 
time such as from eight to live in 
which it may confine Its problems. Ii 
is on duty 24 hours of tlie day. Its 
volume of business varies considerably 
more than that of the storekeeper. 
At the Newton North exchange 55,000 
outgoing and 50,000 incoming calls are 
handled per day. Between 9 and lo 
in the morning it runs about 5500, 
between 10 and 11 it jumps to 5700 
while between 2 and 3 it is down 
about 3200. In the evening between 
7 and S it jumps again to 4800. At the 
present time with one tlfth of the op- 
erators out sick and temporary opera- 
tors doing the work it is to be ex- 
pected that the service may not bo 
quite normal. When many are sick 
the telephone company has more than 
normal business to handle. The state 
laws governing employment of women 
is another factor the company must 
deal with in trying to keep an ade- 
quate staff on hand for the expected 
normal business during different hours 
of the day. When the problems of 
one exchange are multiplied by those 


of the other sixty in the division it is 
something to talk about. Add in the 
personnel problems and there is plenty 
more. 

Yet despite its own particular prob- 
lems the telephone company is ren- 
dering high grade service. Out of the 
100.000 calls per day in Newton North 
about one-tenth are "don t answer” 
calls. Some of these may be the fault 
of the company and some not. Tak- 
ing into consideration the fact that it 
takes 25 girls to handle these calls 
for which the company gets no 
revenue it can be readily understood 
that the more calls completed the bet- 
ter the telephone company likes it. 
The same is true of “line busy" calls. 
These run about S ^ of the total num- 
ber of calls and less than 1^ of these 
are false, the remainder being actual 
busy lines. Of the 12^ total calls 
which are "don’t answer" calls less 
than 2 % are false. These figures were 
obtained after a week’s study of each 
“don’t answer” and "line busy” calls. 

The telephone company has to de- 
pend on the public to report trouble 
on the telephone lines as with the 
large number of lines handled it would 
take hours of time by a whole staff 
of employees to check up ou each tele- 
phone regularly One of the things 
that we lose sight of the most per- 
haps is the fact that we are so used 
to getting service that we do not 
realize or appreciate what we get un- 
til it is taken away altogether. The 
telephone company tries its utmost to 
give the subscriber what they pay 
for. In the end it is cheaper for 
them to do it. 

Mr. Walsh introduced Mr. White of 
the commercial staff who told of the 
inside of his department’s work. The 
new system of billing by different 
periods in different section iu order 


that the load of work might not come 
upon the office staff at one time be- 
ing one of the recent improvements 
along these lines. 

Many personal problems with the 
telephone service were straightened 
out by the question period which fol- 
lowed.

Tin' filing of the report of tin* spe- 
eial commission on the transportation 
needs of Boston, with particular ref- 
erence to tlie Boston Elevated, was 
the most important happening of the 
week The $50,000,000 program of 
contemplated Improvements and ex- 
tensions has been made public in de- 
tnil and since it affects Newton a 
study of it is worthy of the attention 
of Newton citizens. The fact that Mr. 
Henry I. Harrlman has had a large 
share in the preparation of the report 
and will no doubt strive to have en- 
abling legislation enacted is also a 
matter of Interest in this city. There 
s no question but this is the biggest 
matter before the General Court next 
year. Monday morning. Feb. 4. there 
will be a hearing on the report before 
the Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs. 

In an effort to have legislation put 
through in compliance with the wishes 
of Gov. Allen for the promotion of 
general public welfare a meeting has 
been called for this afternoon by A. 
C. Ratshesky, chairman of the Ad- 
visory Board of the State Department 
Public Welfare. Mr. Ratshesky has 
asked a number of prominent citizens 
to join him in an effort to see that 
recommendations made by t lie Gov- 
ernor in his inaugural address are 
brought before the General Court and 
as many as possible made to take tan- 
gible form. Those who read the Gov- 
ernor’s inaugural message will recall 
that he asked for consideration of 
these propositions: new hospital for 
the aged chronic sick, new children’s 
building for nonpulmonary tuberculo- 
sis at Lakeville, an addition to the 
State cancer hospital, survey of crip- 
pled children, increase in the compul- 
sory school age from 14 to 15 years 
for half or full time, revision of child 
welfare laws, more thorough examina- 
tion of automobile operators, perma- 
nent exclusion from the highways of 
drivers involved in a fatal accident 
while under the influence of liquor 
and co-operation in the plans of Pres- 
ident-elect Hoover for stabilization of 
employment. 

The Committee on State Adminis- 
tration has set a hearing for Monday, 
Feb. 4. on the bill to Representative 
Luitwieler to extend the existence of 
the Commission on the Necessaries of 
Life to May 1. 1931. 

The town of Watertown is apparent- 
ly determined to do something in com- 
memoration of the tercentenary of the 
town. A bill has been passed authoriz- 
ing the town to appropriate money 
this year and next year to erect a 
monument to the founders. No such 
legislation has been asked by Newton 
and so far as is known none is content 
plated. 

The 13th Congressional district of 
which Newton is a part went “wet" 
in the last State election, according 
o the figuring of the officers of the 
Constiutional Liberty League. The 
vote was not a real referendum as it 
merely instructed the Senators of Mas- 
sachusetts, under the public opinion 
law, to vote in the State Legislature 
to memorialize Congress in favor of a 
repeal of the 18th amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. However, the 
Constitutional Liberty League, a “wet" 
organization has made a new compi- 
lation by Congressional districts to 
show that the 13th went 65,423 in fa- 
vor of repeal to 50.5S8 against. It 
shows that the “wets” are making 
every effort to bring out all possible 
argument for the repeal. However, 
this will probably stir the believers in 
prohibition and when any attempt is 
made to put the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature on record in favor of the re- 
peal it will lie bitterly fought.

No persons appeared to favor or 
oppose the petitions of Helen LeClear 
for a permit to erect a 3-ear garage 
at 86 Upland road. Wuhan. Sarah 
Souther for a permit to install an ad- 
ditional tank and pump at the gaso- 
line station at 2103 Commonwealth 
avenue, Auhurndalo. A number of 
residents of Forest avenue, including 
Richard B. Carter. Malcolm Root and 
Fred S. Retail objected strongly to 
the petition of the Edison Company 
for a permit to erect four poles on 
Forest avenue to provide service for 
a new house on that street. They 
argued that the poles will ruin at- 
tractive shade trees of the street and 
that the service to the new house 
an be furnished by poles located on 
private property. As a result of the 
protests an agreement was reached 
between the Edison Company, the 
owner of t lie new house and the ob- 
jectors whereby the poles will be 
located on private property, so leave 
to withdraw was given on the peti- 
tion. 

The hearing announced on the im- 
portant matter of building tin* drain 
and sewer to make the land in the 
Cold Spring Swamp territory suit- 
able for building purposes, produced 
no proponents or opponents. A rep- 
resentative of the Edison Company 
served notice that the building of the 
drain will necessitate this company 
relocating ground plates at its trans- 
former station on Homer street and 
damages will be expected. 

Three names were drawn, the 
owners of which will have to serve as 
jurors at the session of the Superior 
Court starting in Cambridge on Feb- 
ruary 11. The first name drawn was 
that of Edward P. Bossoti, 9 Ledges 
road. But Mr, Boason will not serve. 
He had sailed a few days previous 
on a trip to Europe. The three men 
who will do civic duty as jurymen 
are — Ernest L. Johnson. 15 Ionia 
street; James R. Warren. 604 Quine- 
hoquin road: Raymond Warriner, 65 
Botlifeld road. 

The petition of the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway Company to 
use the present route of its Waban 
buses along Washington street and 
Centre avenue at Newton Corner as 
a permanent route was granted.

Nelson secured a better occupancy of 
his building in the form of a new na- 
tional hank corporation so his desire 
for the howling alleys permit ceased. 

A hearing was assigned on February 
4th on the petition of Jacob Kligman 
for a permit to build a 19-car public 
garage and gasoline station at 456 
Watertown street, Newtonville. 

The Licenses Committee recom- 
mended the passage of an order re- 
questing the Department of Public 
Safety to delegate to a commission 
consisting of the City Clerk, Build- 
ings Commissioner and Chief of the 
Fire Department power to grant per- 
mits for 1 and 2-car garages. This 
power is subject to the right of per- 
sons objecting to such permits to ap- 
peal to the Board of Aldermen, and 
lists of petitions for private garages 
in each Ward must lie submitted to 
the aldermen of that Ward before 
being granted by the commission. 
Heretofore all petitions for private 
garages bad to lie acted upon by the 
aldermen. This involved consider- 
able delay in the summer months 
when the Board of Aldermen meets 
less frequently. Most petitions for 
private garages meet with no objec- 
tions. 

Alderman Grebenstein reporting for 
the Claims and Rules Committee 
recommended the granting of the pe- 
tition of Austin Shea who asked for 
the waiver of the setback-line next 
to a private right-of-way at 303 Belle- 
vue street from 25 feet to 15 feet. 
The petition was granted. 

City**Clerk Grant read a communi- 
ation from the president of the 
Waban Library Association asking 
that a resolution be passed by the Al- 
dermen acknowledging the offer of 
the association for the proposed 
library at that village. Alderman 
Holbrook of Waban asked that this 
matter be referred back to the Public 
Works Committee for further con- 
sideration. His request was granted.

Alderman Temperly raised the ques- 
tion of business activities being con- 
ducted in residential zones in viola- 
tion of tho Zoning Ordinance. He told 
f one parly who recently hud pur 
chased a house in an exclusive resid- 
ential district of Newton, who oh 
tained a building permit to erect a 
drawing room" Addition to this dwell- 
ng and then moved his business office 
to the house, employing six girls in 
the office. Ho referred to other viola 


tions of the zoning law and asked that 
the City Solicitor give the Board more 
information on zoning. He asserted 
that the zoning law should he enforced 
impartially and that the Aldermen 
should learn what can and what can- 
not he done about this matter. 

Alderman Powers agreed with the 
Ward 5 member. Ho told the Board 
that criticisms are being made of dis- 
crimination in the matter of enforcing 
the zoning ordinance. Persons who 
apply for intelligence office permits, 
or other small business activities, are 
turned down because the locations 
they seek to do business in are situ- 
ated in residential zones, but other 
persons are being allowed to conduct 
business activities in residential 
zones without being molested. lie re 
ferred to two cases where buildings 
formerly used for a laboratory and a 
small variety store are being occupied 
by real estate offices without permis- 
sion having been obtained from the 
Board of Aldermen, as required by tho 
zoning ordinance. He suggested that 
the police and buildings Department 
observe violations of zoning. 

Alderman Grebenstein quoted Sec- 
tion 579 of the Zoning Ordinance 
which reads — "Whoever violates any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $25 for each violation. Upon 
any well founded information in writ- 
ing from any citizen that the ordin- 
ance is being violated, or upon his 
own initiative, the Public Buildings 
Commissioner shall take immediate 
steps to enforce the ordinance by 
causing complaint to be made before 
the district court, or by applying for 
an injunction in the Superior Court.” 

President Weeks suggested that the 
Board of Aldermen nmy pass a mo 
tion asking information from the 
Buildings Department as to any viola 
tions of the Zoning Ordinance. No 
motion was made at the meeting but 
it is probable that further activity on 
this matter will result. 


THE BOSTON ELEVATED PRO- 
POSED IMPROVEMENTS 


(Continued from Page 1) 


According to the report of the spe- 
cial commission districts of Greater 
Boston situated over 6 miles from the 
business centre of tho big city depend- 
ed more on steam railroads for trans- 
portation than on the Boston Eleva- 
ted. This certainly holds true of New- 
ton. So, it is to be hoped that while 
Newton will pay its fair proportion 
for any benefits residents of this town 
may receive from the propsed rapid 
transit extensions of the Elevated sys- 
tem, this city will not be dispropor- 
tionately assessed to pay for improve- 
ments, which, for the most part will 
redound to t he benefit of persons re- 
siding in other sections of Greater 
Boston. 

Articles in some of the Boston pa- 
pers before the official report of the 
commission was released stated that 
it is proposed to have Elevated trains 
use the right of way of the Boston & 
Albany railroad around the Newton 
Circuit line. Mayor Childs, who at- 
tended a conference of the Mayors 
and Selectmen of cities and towns in 
the district, held to discuss the proj- 
ect, states that there is no plan to 
have the Elevated encroach on the 
right of way of the Boston & Albany.

The First “Bank of the

Many of the former pa- 
j tients of the hospital will remember 
pleasantly his kindly attention and 
ihey, together with the medical and 
administrative staff, will regard his 
untimely death with regret and gen- 
I uine sorrow.

Mary was a rather dirty-faced lit- 
tle girl, whose clothes were held to- 
gether by the ever-ready safety pin. 
Her stockings were always coming 
down, and her shoes unbuttoned — if 
they had any buttons. But Mary was 
full of "pep.” She knew what she 
wanted and what others wanted. When 
one was with her, life was a series of 
adventures, for her mind was teeming 
with ideas. She was, therefore, the 
leader of the little group of eight and 
ten year olds who used to get together 
in a corner of the shed, or later In the 
big, pleasant room of the Neighbor- 
hood House. The clique had formed a 
club, and the Leader of the club won- 
dered what she was to do. If proced- 
ings were really democratic and a 
vote was taken by the club there was 
no doubt that Mary would be elected 
president, and what a dirty, mischie- 
vous little president she would be! 
This Leader however, had been to a 
class in social service and she had ob- 
tained some ideas there. Instead of 
forcing the group to elect as president 
someone who wasn’t their real leader 
and whom they would never really ac- 
cept, site decided to talk over with the 
club what kind of a president they 
wanted, what their standards were, in 
fact. Every little girl said just what 
she thought before the whole group, 
so there could be no misunderstand- 
ing or backings-out. One said she 
thought a president ought to have a 
clean face. That was accepted. And 
she ought not to chew gum — not in 
club meetings. And her clothes ought 
to be neat, and she should keep quiet 
and make others keep quiet during the 
meetings. Two sessions were spent in 
deciding what the duties and behav- 
ior of officers should be, the secre- 
tary and the treasurer and all the 
others as well as the president. Then 
the election took place. Of course 
Mary was elected president, but it 
wasn’t the same Mary who had come 
to other meetings. She had known 
well enough that she was going to be 
elected, and she was prepared to 
play the role as she then knew the 
club wanted It to be played. She was 
sewed together instead of pinned, her 
fact was clean, her hair in order. She 
took the chair in proper form and 
made a good appearance. Better still 
she continued to make the best kind of 
president, because what she said 
“went,” and because she had ac- 
quired standards. 

At the Class in the Art of Helping 
held each Friday morning under the 
auspices of the Newton Central Coun- 
cil this story was told with its helpful 
suggestions as to how to handle a 
group. Jane Addams says the purpose 
of Neighborhood work — or any sort of 
truly recreational work, is to bring 
the largest opportunity for the finer 
tilings of life to the greatest number 
! of people.

“China and Her Re- 
lations to Us” was the subject of 
Miss Holton’s lecture, which was 
given last Sunday evening in the 
Union Church Vestry. Next Sunday 
Dr. John Miller, the fourth and last 
speaker, will talk on ‘“India.” Sup- 
per is served at six-fifteen anil the 
lecture begins at six-thirty. 

“When we see the average moving 
picture of a long-nailed, sly man- 
darin, we are not seeing China,” said 
Miss Holton. “When we breath a 
little incense in an eartliern bowl, 
we are not seeing China. When we 
go to a Chinese laundry and yell — 
Chinkie, Chinkie, Chinaman, when the 
laundryman pretends to throw his 
fiat-iron at us, we are not seeing 
China. That is the least important 
and slightest phase of the Chinese 
nation. 

"At Worcester station I was hurry- 
ing one day to catch my train. Just 
in front of me was a nice looking 
young Chinese, carrying a baby on 
his arm, and leading another child 
by the hand. He went up to the con- 
ductor and, all smiles, said, This 
train catchee Boston? What? yelled 
tiie conductor. The man repeated. 
This train catchee Boston? The con- 
ductor again boomed out, Wlmt’cha 
say? The poor Oriental was at his 
wit’s end when 1 arrived, just in time 
to hear the episode. Yes, I said, this 
train catchee Boston. Can do two 
hours, anil the poor Chinese looked 
so thunderstruck at such kind inter- 
est in a poor ’Chimtman’ that he 
hardly knew what to do. He re- 
minded me of my friends in China, 
and especially of their never-ending 
politeness, so in contrast to the 
brusqueness of the conductor. 

"We work under trying circum- 
stances in China. The uproar of con- 
stant revolution makes it doubly 
lmrd for missionaries and teachers. 
There was a certain orphange kept 
by a group of Catholic nuns in a 
convent. The larger proportion of 
their charges were girl babies, who 
had been exposed, or left on the 
orphanage steps by their parents, for 
girl children are still unpopular in 
China, although tiie custom of ex- 
posure is not so prevalent as it has 
been. Naturally, the babies which 
came to the orphanage were not often 
very healthy specimens, and many 
died. 

“When the ruilical group came into 
control of tiie government in a phase 
of the revolution, some young radical 
noticed a farmer leaving tiie orphan- 
age every morning with a wheel-bar- 
row covered witii a cloth. He lifted 
the cloth ami found wluit the burden 
was— the bodies of tiie dead babies 
which the furnier buried for the nuns. 
The farmer was warned not to do his 
work uny more, and then the radicals 
waited until there was a good number 
of little bodies collected ut tiie con- 
vent. Then they broke in and sliowed 
Hie mob the bodies, and also an in- 
e abator, which tiiey said was tiie in- 
strument by which the nuns killed the 
babies. The convent was ruined and 
most of the nuns killed by the ig- 
norant mol), worked up into u frenzy 
of hatred ugulnst tiie 'Christian 
Devils.’ This is wlmt wo are up 
uguinst over there. Wo must odu- 
cutu the mob to u more complete un- 
derstanding of what we are trying 
to give them.” 

Miss Holton doited by telling some 
stories about her experience in teach- 
ing and ubout some of her pupils.

trade agreements but to get acquaint- 
ed with the countries and their peo- 
ples, get their views, nnd give his 
own on the ticklish subject of the 
Monroe Doctrine. Other feelings 
against the U. S. are laid to Bolshevik 
propaganda, which has gained a foot- 
hold only in Buenos Aires and a vague 
radicalism sifting down from Mexico. 

Regarding South America itself Mr. 
Iwin painted a promising picture of 
its future, its resources being untold 
and as yet only scratched on the sur- 
face. The number of immigrants 
from all parts of Europe is steadily in- 
creasing and it lias become no longer 
a problem for the United States to 
worry about. 

Brazil lias the resources to become 
one of the most powerful of countries 
in the world when properly developed. 
It posesess the last frontier in the 
world and approaches to its Inland 
plateaus will come about through mod- 
ern engineering methods.

erslly and since that time has been 
closely connected with his alma mater 
as a member of the Brown University 
corporation. From 1923 to 1925 lie was 
president of tho American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society. Ho is a fel- 
low of the American Law Institute in 
addition to holding memberships in 
the Amercian and Massachusetts Bar 
Associations and tho Bnr Association 
of the City of Boston. He is a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Goodwin, Proc- 
tor, Field & Hoar with ofllces at 84 
State street, Boston. 

At fifty-two years of age his ap- 
pointment will make him the young- 
est man to be thus honored since the 
appointment of Justice Rugg. It will 
also mark the first timo since the ap- 
pointment of Judge Rugg that anyone 
lias been named to the Supreme Court 
Bench with no prior service in any 
court. 

Mr. Field comes from n family with 
well-established judicial traditions. He 
is a nephew of Chief Justice Walbridge

94 were between ten and fifteen and 
yet children of Junior High age, 
think that they are quicker and more 
careful than others. 

Accidents don’t nlways happen on 
tlie street. They often happen in or 
about the home. Lnst year 500 minor 
accidents needing hospital care when 
reported. Of these 51 were under 
five years old, 100 over forty, and 130 
of Junior High age. These were 
mostly caused by falling down stairs, 
over the rocker of a chair, or over 
a rug, etc.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


The annuul evening meeting of the 
Newton Centre School Association, 
called Father’s Night, was one not 
soon to be forgotten, certainly not to 
be dismissed with a passing word of 
•’interesting." 

A largo and representative audience 
was welcomed in the Mason School 
Hall, Tuesday evening, by the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. William H. Raye. After a 
varied group of songs, charmingly 1 
sung by Mrs. Harry Friedman with 
Mrs. Kirtley F. Mather as accompan- 
ist, the President briefly outlined the 
work of the year. She stated that the 
tangible work of the Association was 
made possible by the annual dues of 
the members, 875 this year, and such 
purchases as a radio for the Mason 
School, a rug for the Rice, reference 
books for the Newton High school li- 
brary, a donation for the work of the 
Newton Central Council had been 
made, as well as a bas relief hanging 
in the new library in memory of Hel- 
en N. Hopkins, the former president 
of the Association. 

The main object of the Association, 
however, she said, is to foster the spir- 
it of co-operation between teachers, 
school and parents. 

Henry Turner Bailey, formerly of 
Newton, now director of the Cleveland 
School of Art, was then introduced by 
Mrs. B. K. Thorogood, chairman of the 
Program committee. His subject w T as 
"The Big Three in Education," which 
consists of three factors, the home, 
the public school and the church, and 
the first was the one dealt with at 
length as being 'fundamental. Ho 
stressed the need for the child’s being 
surrounded by an orderly world from 
Infancy, because that prepares him for 
the understanding and acceptance of 
the laws of the universe later, and he 
urged parents not to be inconsistent 
in their dealings even with a very 
young child. The child must have in- 
finite confidence in his parents and a 
feeling that "consequences" of his own 
actions, not punishments, follow dis- 
obedience. 

Great emphasis was placed upon 
parental companionship with children 
as bringing joy and immeasurable 
growth to each party. Sunday after- 
noon excursions of father and children 
with an Interesting nature game, the 
objects were described, such as finding 
the smallest living thing, the most 
birds’ nest, etc. Mr. Bailey told of 
fostering the love of literature, first 
by story telling and later, ns early as 
the 4th birthday, hy beginning a "Pri- 
vate Library" with suitable inscription 
in the book, for each child. 

The second factor, the public school, 
has two duties, first — to foster general 
intelligence, second — to discover spe- 
cialists, and ho urged that schools 
keop the "Fads,” for only by so doing 
will be discovered What each one can 
boat do for the common good, whether 
as architect, musician, hanker, or busi- 
ness man. Further, he urged everyono 
to have a fad for "Nobody is a success 
after fifty unless ho has a Fad.” Pri- 
vate schools he dismissed as necessary 
evilB. 

The third factor, the church, is nec- 
essary because it stands for some- 
thing outsido oursolvos. “A Power not 
ourselves, making for righteousness.” 
It is essential in a democracy to be- 
lieve in God, and a democracy is safe 
only when men are loyal to tin* high- 
est they know. 

The three Factors in Education must 
pull together, the Homo standing for 
Beauty of Life, the School standing for 
Truth, and the Church standing for 
Righteousness. 

After the lecture refreshments wore 
served by the Social committee. 


During the week ending January 12, 
1929, there were in the hospital 156 
patients. Of this number 46 paid as 
much or more than cost of care, 64 
paid less than cost of care, and 46, in- 
cluding babies were treated free of 
charge. 16 babies were born, 8 girls 
and 8 boys. 108 patients were treated 
by the out-patient department, and 9 
in the eye clinic. 13 accident cases 
were treated in the operating room. 11 
calls were made by the social work- 
er and 13 patients transported by the 
social service car. 

On Monday evening, January 14, the 
Newton Medical Club held its regular 
monthly meeting at the Hospital. It 
was also the annual meeting. The 
speaker was Dr. George C. Prathers: 
the subject: Post Partem Bladder 
Complications. There was a discus- 
sion of the paper by Dr. Samuel N. 
Vose. The following officers were 
elected for the year 1929: President, 
Dr. David W. Wells, West Newton; 
Vice President, Dr. Edward Melius, 
Newton: Recording Secretary, Dt. 
Frederic Stanwood, Wellesley; Cor- 
responding Secretary and Treasurer, 
Dr. Henry Godfrey, Auburndale. 

On Wednesday evening, January 16, 
the Executive Committee met for its 
regular monthly meeting. 

On Wednesday Mrs. Allston Burr 
and Mrs. E. P. Saltonstall of Chestnut 
Hill are the Trustee visitors for the 
month beginning January fifteenth. 

On Friday, January 18, at 4 P. M., 
the examination for internes for the 
year 1929-30 was held at the Newton 
Hospital. There were present fourth 
year students from the Boston Univer- 
sity School of Medicine. Tufts Medical 
School and Harvard Medical School. 
The term begins July >. 1929 At 
present there are two internes, but 
with the opening of the new building 
more will bo required. 

Five of the thirteen emergency 
cases treated during the week were 
the results of automobile accidents, 
all of them being men. The first was 
treated for a lacerated lip: the sec- 
ond for a dislocated shoulder: the 
third for a dislocated shoulder and 
abrasions of the head; the fourth for 
a lacerated forehead and abrasions of 
the nose: and the fifth for a fractured 
log. Five other men were treated as 
tho results of various accidents: one 
for a bruise of his toe caused when 
a hammer fell on it: one for a disloca- 
ted shoulder caused when he felj from 
a staging: one for a dog bite on his 
leg: one for severed tendons and 
muscles of his right forearm caused 
when the arm was caught In a ma- 
chine: and tho last for a dislocated 
shoulder received while he was box- 
ing. One boy was treated for a lac- 
eration of his forehead caused when 
he was hit hy a hockey stick. A 
woman was treated for an Infected 
finger, nnd a girl was treated for a 
dislocated elbow received when she 
fell off n chair.

Prof. Kirtley F. Mather was back 
at the Mather Class, after a brief 
absence of two weeks, at its regular 
meeting last Sunday morning at the 
Newton Centre Woman's Club House. 

He spoke on the nature of religion 
and the distinction between the re- 
ligious und the secular life. 

One view of religion, much more 
prevalent in the paHt than at present, 
was that the religious part of life 
was considered as separate and dis- 
tinct from the secular part. You put 
your religion on like a garment, for 
Sunday only, and took it off on Mon- 
day. You were all right if you went 
through the motions, partook of the 
right ritual, and belonged to the right 
organizations. If you did all this, it 
did not matter what you did between 
Sundays. 

Paul said, "Be not conformed to 
this world. Some people thought 
that this meant that the spiritual 
world was distinct from the material 
world. James said tlmt pure religion 
and undefiled meant that one should 
keep unspotted from the world. 
People tried to insulate themselves 
from the world. They thought that 
their real task was not for this world 
but to live here in a way to prepare 
for the world to come. We were 
pilgrims here. Heaven was our home. 
Our real existence came hereafter. 
Religion was used as a wall, to keep 
one out of the world. The monastic 
spirit was the expression of their 
characteristic of Christianity. The 
monk or ascetic lived the good life 
because he removed himself from the 
world Nowadays a great many 
people have abandoned the idea that 
the monastic life is the best life. 

The important thing is the phil- 
osophy at the basis of the super- 
ficial indications. The separation of 
the two lives, spiritual and secular, 
is the outgrowth of a duallstic phil- 
osophy, whereby the world is a two- 
fold affair. There is conflict betw’een 
the two universes. There is constant 
strife between God, the good force, 
and Satan, the had force. The 
spiritual universe is different from 
the material universe. It is on a 
higher plane. 

The trend of thought swung away 
from this idea until it came into 
definite flower in the Protestant 
Reformation, when it was felt that 
the secular life should be a religious 
type of life. The whole of life should 
be religious. Paul said in his Epistle 
to the Corinthians, “Do all to the 
glory of God." Today we are steadily 
increasing the emphasis on the con- 
ception of religion as a way of life. 
The attempt has been made to carry 
religion into all life. There is a dif- 
ference, however, between seculariz- 
ing religion and making secular life 
religious. 

In the rebellion against the spirit 
of monasticism, the reformers ob- 
jected to conduct rather than phil- 
osophy to the preachers rather than 
their preachments. They said that 
the ministers should come down and 
mingle with the throng. The min- 
ister’s garb, appearance, and manners 
did not distinguish him from the busi- 
ness man. v, He could talk to a 
stranger for an hour without disclos- 
ing his calling, and felt proud of it. 
If it is worth while to bring religion 
down to life, then our earthly life 
must itself have value. It may be a 
preparation for another life to come, 
but it is valuable for itself alone, 
when we put religion into all the 
things we do. The trend thus was to 
Christianize the entire social order. 
It was not merely the desire to pluck 
a brand from the burning, but to put 
out the fire. Religion was brought 
out of the church and put into the 
business house. This broke the bar- 
riers which had kept the holy, man 
separate from the crowd. 

The philosophy of monism de- 
veloped. This emphasized the unity, 
not the duality, of the world. The 
universe became what the name im- 
plies, a "Unit." 

Right here came the parting of the 
ways. The mechanist, in his attempt 
to unify the universe, blotted out 
spiritual affairs and emphasized the 
material side alone. 

The larger group, and the one with 
the more force, held that the material 
universe was only a partial mani- 
festation of the spiritual universe. 
Matter is only temporary and local in 
time and space. 

The chasm between the material 
and spiritual is l\eing bridged. The 
natural is that portion of the super- 
natural about which man has gained 
some understanding. Our business 
is to expand the horizon of the 
natural. The more we understand, 
the more we shall encroach on tho 
supernatural, and the more we com- 
prehend the universal administra- 
tion, the nearer we are to the heart 
of the universe. The tendency of 
recent years is, not to classify some 
as men of the world and some others 
as men of God. All ought to be sons 
of God. And there is the danger. 
Religion may become so common that 
its value disappears. If we bring re- 
ligion into all departments of our 
lives, it may become so common that 
it is commonplace. 

When the Bible says that we 
should pray without ceasing, it must 
mean that we should so live our lives 
that they are prayers in themselves. 
Prayer need not bo formulated in 
words. Not even conscious thought 
is necessary. And there is another 
danger. If every life is a prayer, 
and we can pray without directing 
our thoughts along definite channels, 
wo may think we need not pay any 
attention to it, and thus reason 
prayer out of our llvos. 

One man offered the idea that t ho 
scientific approach to everyday life 
placed no dependence on God or th' 
supernatural and had no sense of 
divine support. That was nothing 
more than humanitariunism. The real 
leaders of thought have a definite 
sense of relationship to God, and 
Prof. Mather alluded to * three who 
have the most perfectly complete 
fuMise of divine support that you 
"could ask for. 

A man, who is a mocluufist. has 
said that the happiness of living in- 
dividuals is the important thing, the 
highest good.

He must have freedom and the fullest 
opportunity for self expression. Me- 
chanistic freedom must mean well 
lubricated gears that mesh properly. 
Without friction, the machine grinds 
on. It is a poor kind of freedom that 
merely affords opportunity to con- 
form to your environment and fit 
snugly into the scheme of things. 
What man really needs is the chance 
to determine his own conduct and 
direct his own affairs, instead of 
being just a cog in the machine. 
Conformity stifles progress and forces 
human nature to remain on the same 
level. We should strive after what 
has not been attained, and get an 
impetus toward a non-existent kind 
of life, an imaginary goal. This re- 
quires vision. In the lowest form of 
life there is no conscious striving. 
In all life there is the innate impetus 
to try experiments to see if some 
new thing may be workable. Some 
sort of progress becomes probable. 

Man is not adapted to the sum total 
of his environment. He is forever 
seeking and not always finding. If 
he attained complete happiness, he 
would not be happy because there 
would be nothing left to strive for. 
Unfulfilled desires are fortunately 
abundant. We can still determine 
what our future is going to be. The 
brachiopod is a low form of life, 
some say 400,000,000 years old, per- 
fectly adapted to its environment, 
presumably happy, and hopelessly 
unprogressive. Man achieves, not by 
conformity, but by co-operation with 
forces outside of himself. He must 
be dependent on such forces. He 
needs divine power, not to do his 
work but to co-operate with him, and 
help him reach the goal of his vis- 
ions and dreams. Critics are valu- 
able in pointing out the difficulties 
and dangers. We should always 
make the most of our opportunities.

Resigns As Pastor Of 
Newton Centre Church 


Dr. Noyes Completes # Thirty-Five 
Years Service Next October 


At the annual meeting of the First 
Congregational church in Newton Cen- 
tre last week Thursday evening the 
resignation of the Rev. Edward Mc- 
Arthur Noyes was tendered to become 
effective October 1st. the 35th anni- 
versary of his installation as pastor. 
Dr. Noyes’ resignation comes as a sur- 
prise to the members of the parish 
most of whom have known no other 
pastor in the first church and many 
have seen it grow from a small organi- 
zation into one of the outstanding 
parishes in the city. 

In his address Dr. Noyes said. 
Thirty-five years ago the first of 
next October I was installed as pastor 
of this church. 

"I am still in vigorous health and 
seem to be physically as well able to 
carry my work as at any previous 
period. None the less, the fact can- 
not be ignored or disguised that a man 
of 70. however active he may be and 
however he may strive to keep abreast 
of the times in his reading and think- 
mu. belongs to a generation that is 
rapidly passing off the sflige. 

For this reason the State makes 
retirement at the age of 70 compul- 
sory and many private corporations 
have a similar provision. It must be 
seriously considered whether a church 
like this is not entitled to the lead- 
ership of a man who belongs to the 
generation now in its prime, or to 
the one just now coming into its pow- 
er und influence. 

"Therefore, it seems to me to be 
he ony wise and honorable thing for 
me to place my resignation in your 
hands and 1 hereby tender it. to take 
ffect at the end of my 35th year, 
Oct. 1. 1929. 

In taking this step there are two 
or three things I wish to say: 

First — It is a very happy situation 
that, after so long an association as 
pastor and people, our relations are 
so cordial and mutually affectionate 
that we can discuss the future with 
an eve only to the best interests of 
the church we all love. I have tried 
to serve the Master here faithfully 
You have always treated me with the 
utmost kindness and consideration. 
During all the years of its history 
this church has been distinguished 
by the cordial relations between pas- 
tor and people, and for the last 35 
years we have worked happily togeth- 
er. It is impossible to look forward 
to our parting without deep sorrow, 
both iu my heart aud in the hearts of 
my friends here, but there is uo bit- 
terness in our sorrow. 

"Second -111 considering the future 
the only question before you is this: 
What is the best for the church and 
for the Kingdom of God? 

"Third Let me earnestly ask that 
for the uext few months you all rally 


to this church and its work as never 
before, and help to make them the 
best months of all its long and fruit- 
ful history, in order that your new 
minister, when he shall come, may 
find the church at its best. And I am 
sure that you will give to him. when 
he comes, the same cordial welcome 
and hearty co-operation that you 
have given to me. 

"He would be cold-hearted indeed 
who could take such a step as this 
without emotion. I love this church 
and have the deepest affection for all 
its members. My heart goes out to 
the rapidly diminishing company of 
those who welcomed me here and to 
the splendid fellow-workers whom I, 
in turn, have welcomed. 

"I cannot look upon the children 
and that fine group of young people, 
so full of promise, without a lump in 
my throat. As I go up and down these 
familiar streets, how many houses 
have memories of joys and sorrows 
shared — weddings, funerals, domestic 
tragedies and rejoicings. The bonds 
of our fellowship have been forged in 
life’s deepest experiences. 

"Just half my years have been spent 
among you and the roots of my life 
are deeply set in this soil. I am pro- 
foundly grateful to God for the oppor- 
tunity of so long a service in this 
parish, and to you all for your pa- 
tience with my shortcomings, your 
generous appreciation of my work aud 
your unfailing kindness to me and 
mine. 

"May God bless you all abundant- 
ly!" 

YOUNG PEOPLE’S FORUM OF 
WABAN 

Miss Louise Walworth was the sec- 
ond lecturer in the "Forum Institute" 
presented this month by the Young 
People's Forum of Waban. "Mexico" 
was the subject discussed by Miss 
Walworth last Sunday in the Union 
Church Vestry. A nominating com- 
mittee was appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Forum. Dunbar Holmes, 
at a short business meeting which 
proceeded the lecture. The members 
of the Committee are: Gilbert 

Adams, Willettu Mosser. John Arger- 
singer, Elsie Stephen, und W Brad- 
ford Gove. 

"Mexico is a laud of contrasts," 
said Miss Walworth. "The wonderful 
buildings of Mexico City outstrip our 
own for splendor. The curtain, for 
the new National Theatre, whieh was 
made at Tiffany’s in New York, of 
hits of glass, costing a million dol- 
lars, is one of the most wonderful 
curtains in the world. On the other 
hand, over the mountains which sur- 
round Mexico City, the proverty- 
stricken peasants live in little mud 
huts Even iu the city, poverty is 
everywhere. It is uo unusual thing 
to walk out late at uight and see 
people sleeping in the gutters, lucky 
for them the climate is very temper- 
ate. aud because of t lie altitude 
eight thousand feet above sea level 

Mexico is a very healthy place. 

"The Mexicans are < nrly risers, as 
a rule, und get up with the suu,’ or 


before iL so as to get the day's work 
done before the beat of noon-time. 
The stores aud business bouses are 
all closed from noon to late after- 
noon for siesta. Then in the late 
afternoon there is always a heavy 
rain, which clears the air for the 
evening. This shower comes so reg 
ularly that one can almost set your 
watch by it. 

"There were originally at least 
twelve different tribes of Indians ia 
Mexico. They resolved themselvee 
eventually into two groups— the 
Mayas, peace-loving and well civilized 
—and the As tecs, arrogant warriors, 
who brought such amusements as 
bull-fighting into prominence. The 
Spaniards brought in a love of 
splendor and show, the effect ol 
which may be seen in the beautiful 
pubic buildings and parks. Now there 
are some fourteen million people ia 
Mexico. Eight and one-half millioa 
of these are Mistos. or half-breeds. 
Four and one-half million are Indians 
and the other one aud one-half xuU 
liou are whites — Europeans and 
Americans. 

"There is great illiteracy in Mex 
ico. in spite of a law requiring all 
under fourteen years of age to at 
tend smith. The law is alright, but 
there are only schools euough for 
four out of every ten children. A 
gnat Education Movement is taking 
hold, however, and schools are being 
founded at the rate of over one 
thousand a year. 

"The very real love of beauty of 
the Mexicans is seen in their pottery 
aud their blankets. The blaukeu 
especially, are colorful. Every man 
has at least one. with a slit through 
the middle for his head, which Is 
used as a combination overcoat, rain- 
coat and bed." 

Miss Walworth closed her lecture 
by passing around pictures and snap-

Wouldn't it bo an ideal community 
if we combine tho rustic charms of 
a conutry town with the uptodate- 
ness of the city? It scorns to me that 
such would constitute an ideal 
municipality and prove a delightful 
place in which to live. It has been 
truthfully said by a well known 
writer that many of us would greatly 
enjoy living in tho country "if only 
Broadway were just around the 
corner.” He knows that there is 
something appealing about village 
life but nobody who has lived in a 
city wants to get too far away from 
places where people gather in large 
numbers for social affairs, lectures, 
theatrical performances, opera, etc., 
We like to be in the center of things 
and at the same time find satisfac- 
tion in a home town that is noiseless. 

Whenever it Is possible to And such 
a place there are many who are only 
too glad to take up their residence 
there. A city has its drawbacks, 
which are’ numerous, and a “hick” 
town is decidely stupid for people of 
any considerable breadth of mind and 
vision. So there you are. I per- 
sonally have spent many pleasant 
hours in one of those country places 
of which poets have sung and hooks 
have been written. But they are no 
more perfect than a city except that 
they permit us to enjoy our rest with- 
out racket. 

After all it somehow appears that 
the human element does as much to 
make things disagreeable in what 
might otherwise prove the most at- 
tractive spot on earth. People in 
peaceful country towns have their 
squabbles, their gossip and their 
mean ways just the same as in the 
city. There are small town social 
climbers, critics and tale-bearers who 
are as active when the roads are 
packed with snow as in the city 
where the sidewalks and the streets 
are open to traffic. 

I once visited a country town in 
the dead of Winter. My two com- 
panions had formerly lived there and 
of course knew* many people. The 
proprietor of the small hotel was a 
genuine Yankee and had a fund of 
whimsical humor. With him my 
companions had an interesting dis- 
cussion about people in the town. We 
sat around the stove in the front 
oHlce and went over the affairs of 
everybody the three knew. In many 
cases things were said that were not 
at all complimentary to certain resi- 
dents. 

There was nothing for me to do but 
listen. I enjoyed myself, however. 
There was a high wind which was 
blowing the snow into great drifts 
and I felt secure in the warmth and 
protection of the hospitable tavern. 
Finally the proprietor turned to me 
and said. “You heard what I’ve been 
telling them and you know’ what I 
think of my fellow citizens. Now, to- 
morrow’, when it bus cleared off you 
can get out and find out what my fel- 
low citizens think of me.” 


I have come to the conclusion that 
what Newton needs is a traffic sur- 
vey by an expert. The scheme lias 
worked remarkably well in Boston 
and I see no reason w’hy it would not 
operate to the advantage of Newton. 
This is not intended as a reflection 
upon the traffic committee of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, which 
has done good work. We are grow- 
ing too fast, however, to have the 
direction and supervision of traffic a 
side line, dependent solely upon the 
city fathers and their guidance of 
the police. The problem is getting 
beyond that point. 

Those who have observed how the 
study of traffic conditions in other 
cities has brought about many desir- 
able changes will agree, I think, that 
an expert can do a better job than 
somebody who has other interests 
and who is merely contributing spare 
time. It is all the difference between 
tho amateur and the professional. 
The amateur does his best but there 
is a limit which keeps him more or 
less restrained. Furthermore, a 
stranger, and particularly an expert, 
can view’ local conditions and see 
things which have never occurred to 
those under whose observations the 
1 same situation has come every day. 
If you don’t believe mo take a little 
time off and read the report of the 
expert who made an investigation of 
Boston’s traffic problems and pro- 
duced numerous ideas which were 
found to bo of inestimable value. 

Now’ that the State has stepped in 
and decided there must be a uni- 
formity of traffic signals, rules and 
regulations it must tie plain that 
Newton must “pep up" in a number 
of matters, notably that of handling 
traffic. Recommendations of an ex 
port would have weight where the 
ideas of local residents might be 
ascribed to prejudice or spite, par- 
ticularly of they offended some group 
of people. We are sometimes afraid 
of “treading on the corns” of people 
w’o know and like when in our hearts 
we are confident that changes should 
he brought about. I am strong for 
a traffic squad of police, with a traf- 
fic sergeant. Tho job is too big for 
the police at present. A policeman 
does traffic duty for a few hours in 
the morning and afternoon and then 
putrols a route. It isn’t good busi- 
ness for a city of more than 50,000 
population and the sooner we leurn 
tliut tho better. 

"I’m glad to see the snow,” said a 
friend of mine when there had fallen 
enough of tho feathery flakes to bring 
out tlie snow shovels und compel cer- 
tain people to bend their backs over 
the tasks of clearing paths and side- 
walks. 

“Is tliut so,” another in the group 
retorted, "you probably imvo little or 
no shoveling to do.” 

”1 think, however, tliut it clears 
some of tlie germs out of the air und 
tliut we will have less iuflueuzu,” 
said the first speaker. 

"So that’s what snow means to you 

a sort of prophylactic,” demanded 
the oilier. 

"Yes, thutjs me." 

Then I heard a young woman de- 
claring in estutic terms tliut it was 
"perfectly wonderful” to huvo snow. 
I have no doubt thut she had visions 


of tobogganing, skiing, etc. It struck 
me that she had her courage with her. 
for, although dressed in tlie height of 
fashion, she was not fortified against 
tlie wintry blasts as fully as was her 
companion who w’ore a great coon 
coat and w’ho, strong man as he was, 
seemed fearful lest n cold blast 
should strike him somewhere. 

The third enthusiast was a woman 
whose girlhood days wore passed in 
the "gay nineties.” She had seen a 
young man driving a sleigh with a 
high-stepping horse and it brought to 
her mind the days when she had en- 
joyed those delightful moments so 
merrily pictured in that old song 
"Jingle Bells.” 

"I actually saw a horse and sleigh,” 
she remarked “and I must say it was 
one of tlie pleasantest sights in 
years. The sleigh was just the same 
as we used to see. Tlie horse seemed 
to enjoy hauling it. There w’ere 
sleigh hells jingling musically and 
altogether it made me feel young 
again.” 

So there you are. Some people 
like winter and some don’t and all 
have different reasons for their 
mental attitudes. 

It is truly remarkable, the sudden 
interest which has been displayed by 
Newtonites, in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, since the 
first of the year when Levorett 
Saltonstnll, was elected to the Speak- 
ership of that body. Nearly every 
time the House convenes a dozen or 
so residents of tlie Garden City may 
be found either in tho men’s or 
women’s gallery or on the floor as 
guests of Speaker Saltonstall or 
some other of the Newton delegation. 

Incidentally they have something 
to listen to when they make the 
perilous journey into the State House 
for the purpose of seeing and hearing 
a native son, preside over the lower 
branch of the Legislature. Speaker 
Saltonstall. although perhaps not one 
of the most brilliant debaters in the 
House, brings to the Speakership a 
rare background of legislative and 
personal experience. He presides 
with grace and dignity which win 
favorable comment, both from the 
spectators and from the house mem- 
bers themselves. 

Evidence of the control which 
Speaker Saltonstall has over the 
House Is found in the expeditious 
manner in which the year's business 
is being pushed forward. A short 
session is forcast for 1929 and there 
is only the most remote possibility of 
any internal disturbance in the Legis- 
lature to delay matters or hold up tlie 
transaction of business beyond early 
Spring. 

Everyone who has been present at 
a meeting of the House since Speaker 
Saltonstall was elected, declares that 
a remarkable harmony of purpose is 
evident and that the new Speaker 
seems popular with tlie Representa- 
tives as well as with those in the gal- 
lery, especially from this city. 

I used to wonder what any man 
did with a valet. Just what partic- 
ular purpose the gentleman’s man 
served was always a puzzle to me. I 
could understand why a woman re- 
quired a maid, or thought that she 
did, but why a regular he-man wanted 
somebody to wait on him was beyond 
my comprehension. When in the 
course of newspaper work I began to 
meet people who employed valets I 
learned a few things. Under tho daz- 
zling experience of having a man as- 
signed to act In that capacity for me 
I gathered a lot of information. I 
think I should be candid and say that 
it took more than one week-end at 
the home of a rich friend to learn to 
act unconcernedly when the valet 
was doing his stuff. The first morn- 
ing I found myself in a state of 
panic because a suit of clothes had 
disappeared. I thought I had been 
robbed. Just how to communicate 
that fact to my host I did not know. 

I lost all appetite for breakfast, 
which was served each guest in his 
room. After the tray had been re- 
moved the valet reappeared with my 
clothes which he had pressed. Nat- 
urally I breathed more easily and 
learned from thenceforth not to bo 
fussed no matter what happened. 

All this I am writing to prove that 
these days when we have to think of 
overshoes, rubbers, mufflers, umbrel- 
las, regular overcoat and storm 
clothes, good hats and storm hats, 
mackinaws for shoveling, high boots 
for tramping — all these changes are 
too complicated for one man and I 
will admit that I would like to have 
the means to employ a valet. On 
second thought I don’t know as I 
want him to assist mo in dressing, 
but to keep track of things. Maybe 
an inventory clerk would he better 
for tlie job I have in mind. At any 
rate this climate of ours is so change- 
able that one has got to devote so 
much energy and thought to one’s 
wardrobe as to make any other form 
of physical exercise unnecessary.

Mrs. Winona Plnkham will talk- on 
Child Welfare Legislation, which is 
of importance at this time because 
Governor Allen will change the Com- 
mission. Delinquency, adoption, and il- 
legitimacy will he discussed by Mrs. 
Plnkham. Miss Mabel Strong will 
speak concerning a proposed change 
in the law affecting continuation 
schools which would cut the time re- 
quired from four hours to two hours 
weekly. State supervision of private- 
ly operated homes for the aged will 
be another Important question consid- 
ered. A third speaker will be an- 
nounced later. 

The fifth in the Course of six lec- 
tures for parents and teachers on the 
"Mental Health of the Normal Child,” 
sponsored by three committees of the 
Newton Federation — Public Health, 
American Home, and Education — 
comes on Thursday.

The lectures are held in 
Room 21 of the Technical High 
School (Elm road entrance) and sin 
gle tickets may he obtained by inter- 
ested persons who neglected to secure 
Course tickets, at 50 cents each.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

"Tex" Rickard was nn unusual 
man. Any man who was married 
throe times nnd who makes generous 
provision in his will for his first 
wife’s mother is much more liberal 
than the ordinary mnle human. 


The Harvard Dentnl School has ac- 
quired nn 11 foot (or should it be 
feet) tooth, presented to it by Dr. 
Adelbert Fernald of Elmhurst road, 
Newton. This big tusk, or incisor, 
which weighs 300 pounds was tin- 
earthed In Alaska, is supposed to be 
at least 50,000 years old and Is prob- 
ably one of a pair worn by some mas- 
todon. According to Dr. Femnld the 
tooth was originally at least 13 feet 
long. If that mastodon had been 
browsing around the Klondike region 
and the 13 foot tooth had a cavity in 
it. just think of the gold filling it 
might have acquired. 


The railroad companies are object- 
ing to the enormous amounts which 
they would have to spend should they 
be compelled to abolish all grade 
crossings on principal highways. We 
don’t blame them. Steam railroad 
right of ways are well guarded now 
and most autoists who get killed at 
grade crossings are themselves to 
blame. Before the railroads are com- 
pelled to go to more expense protect- 
ing autoists, why not compel the bus 
companies, whose vehicles travel on 
trunk line highways from 40 to 60 
miles an hour, to provide their pri- 
vate right of ways? 


The "news" In the Boston papers 
about the Civil Service tests, or con- 
siderations which are being given to 
13 applicants for the position of Post- 
master at Boston amuses anyone who 
is conversant with the workings of 
the Postofflce Department of the 
United States. From an experience 
of 17 years in the postofflce depart- 
ment we hold the opinion that the 
determining factor, and the sole fac- 
tor in the selection of the next post- 
master of Boston is — political influ- 
ence. 

The Postofflce Department of this 
country is one of the biggest, if not 
the biggest business in the U. S. A. 
In almost any other line of business 
the men who supervise are those who 
have acquired an intimate knowledge 
of the details of their particular busi- 
ness by working up from the ranks. 
But in the postofflce department post- 
master generals and postmasters are 
men who, when appointed, almost in- 
variably had not previously been em- 
ployed in postal work and who know 
little or nothing of its details. Until 
postmasters are selected from the 
ranks of experienced postal employ- 
ees the postal service of this country 
will not function as economically or 
efficiently as it ought to, or as it is 
alleged to. 


In our opinion, the money spent for 
the purchase and installation of the 
traffic signal on Adams street at its 
Washington street end has been large- 
ly wasted. Locating the signal where 
It has been placed will accomplish 
next to nothing in safeguarding traf- 
fic at this point. The writer drives 
around the corner of these two streets 
several times each day and knows 
front actual observation that very few 
autoists driving from Adams street 
onto Washington street operate other 
than with reasonable care. The writer 
also knows, from experience, that dur- 
ing the heavy travel periods of the 
day and during the earlier hours at 
night one who attempts to turn into 
Adams street from Washington 
street, when making a left turn, does 
so at considerable peril because of the 
speed at which automobiles are oper- 
ated along Washington street. 

Within the past couple of years five 
elderly persons have been killed on 
Washington street by automobiles 
while walking to or from services at 
the Church of Our Lady, located at 
the corner of Washington and Adams 
streets. The new’ traffic signal re- 
ferred to will not make Washington 
street near this corner any safer for 
churchgoers because it will not tend 
to slow down automobile traffic on 
this street. In fact it will tend, if 
anything, to cause autoists to pass 
Adams street at higher rates of speed 
than heretofore because they will as- 
sume that the new signal will cause 
automobiles coming along Adams 
street to stop, thus giving uutomobiles 
on Washington street the right of 
way and rendering a slackening of 
-peed unnecessary. The proper place 
for the signal is in the middle of 
Washington street where it would 
serve to slow traffic on this thorough- 
fare and thus protect not only pedes- 
trians, but also autoists making a 
left turn from Washington street into 
Adams street. It is on Washington 
street, not Adams street that the fa- 
talities have occurred, and it is on 
Washington street that the signal 
should be located. 

As a matter of fact, the only sure 
way to make Washington street safe 
is to have this street properly lighted 
along its whole length, certainly from 
Commonwealth avenue to the Brigh- 
ton line. The need of this improve- 
ment has long been noted but while 
i'-ss travelled streets in the city have 
been provided with modern electric 
iight Washington street continues to 
be inadequately lighted with old type 
lamps, all too few in number. Be- 
fore this year is out Washington 
treel hould bi a w ell lighted as 
is Lowell avenue. 

The same objection that is raised 
against the traffic signal mentioned 
in the pr< < eding paragraphs may be 
raised against tin* signal recently 
placed on Thornton street at Pearl 
street. The Lincoln school is located 
at this corner and small children are 
menaced by the automobiles which 
speed along Pearl street. Residents 
of th*.' neighborhood petitioned for u 
signal to ho placed at this point ex- 
pert lug that it would be so placed as 
to cause speeding autoists on Pearl 
street to slow’ down. The signal at 
the end of Thornton street is of little 
value for this purpose. Other cities 
have warning signals suspended over 
streets whore It is not practical be- 
ciiuiic of lack of room to place them 
in the centre ol a street. There is no 
good reason why Newton could not 
have signals so placed on narrow

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streets, even though a public service 
corporation is averse to this method. 


Within the past year laws were en- 
acted by the Legislature to bring 
about a uniformity in traffic signals 
and to place them under the control 
of the Massachusetts Public Works 
Department. Heretofore signals lo- 
cated on Newton streets were placed 
where the Chief of Police and the 
Street Commissioner decided. The 
signals referred to in the foregoing 
paragraphs, as well as all traffic sig- 
nals erected in the future, must, ac- 
cording to the new statute be locuted 
on sites approved by a representative 
of the Public Works Department, it 
seems to he the practice of the Pub- 
lic Works Department to indent sig- 
nals on secondary streets rather than 
to have them placed out on, or over 
primary, or through streets. This 
practice is logical iu some cases. In 
oilier rases, such as those mentioned 
here, it is not. While it is common 
sense to have uniform truffle signals 
throughout the Stute, it is not com- 
mon sense to deprive competent local 
officials of the right to decido where 
traffic signals should be pluced. They 
are better acquainted with local con- 
ditions iliun is some employee of the 
Public Works Department, who, while 
he may be expert in the general the- 
ory of traffic control, certuinly is not 
so well qualified to cope with traffic 
needs in a city as are experienced and 
capable local police and street depart- 
ment beads.
